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WAR AND THE INTERESTS OF LABOR. 


It is unfortunate that an article so crammed with 
misstatements as Alvin S. Johnson’s “War and the 
Interests of Labor” should be able to obtain the wide 
currency for its errors that is afforded by its appearance 
in the March Atlantic Monthly. Without wearying our 
readers with citations from the body of his essay for 
specimens of his fallacies, we believe we can sufficiently 
show the one-sided partisan character of his appeal by 


quoting from the opening and closing parts. His first 
words are these: “War, to the modern industrial 
laborer, is stark calamity and nothing more. It is a 


trade in which the price he pays may include pain of 
body and anguish of spirit, wounds, disease and death, 
distress to his family and perhaps its dispersal and utter 
ruin. And the things thus dearly bought, national victory 
and national aggrandizement, are no profit to the indus- 
trial worker. His private possessions are not increased ; 
his toil is not lightened; his life is not made brighter.” 

It is sufficient to point to the American Civil War as a 
complete refutation of this beautiful piece of fustian. 
Through that war came the abolition of slave labor and 
the raising of the standard of labor everywhere. The 
end of unpaid labor meant the elevation of paid labor 
from one end of the country to the other. Does not Mr. 
Johnson know that one of the strongest indictments 
brought against chattel slavery from the white man’s 
standpoint was that slavery debased the white working- 
man? ‘i‘here were men before the Civil War who would 
have been willing to rest their indictment against slavery 
solely on the ground of its degradation of white labor 
with serene confidence that the verdict of mankind would 
register 2 complete approval of their contention. When 
the Civil War declared that the end had come to the 
system of making men work for nothing, that moment 
the life of the laboring man with a white skin was made 
brighter just as the life of the black laborer was made 
brighter. Will men like Mr. Johnson never understand 
that there is something that a nation can fight for that 
cannot be measured in dollars and cents? It was not 
necessary for the Civil War to increase the material 
possessions of the white laborer or to lighten his toil to 
bring him the greatest boon that comes to workingman 
anywhere. Greater than dollars, greater than lightened 
toil, was the dignity of honest paid labor, and this 
dignity was assured to all workingmen as a result of 
the Civil War. The Fimancipation Proclamation freed 
not only the black man from political slavery, but it 
freed the whole world of labor. 

Mr. Johnson says: “A war in progress distracts the 


public attention; its influence is inevitably reactionary.” 


A complete answer to this is found in results of recent 
The Franco-Prussian war of 1870-71 proved a 
benefit. one may safely say, to both loser and conqueror. 
The French got rid of the Napoleonic dynasty and were 
enabled to set up a republican form of government that 
is now ene of the firmest in the world. Their passage 
from a monarchy to a republic has been attended by a 
great industrial development, until financially France 
to-day is one of the leading nations of the earth. Little 
need be said of the great expansion that has come to 
Prussia and the small German states through the con- 
solidation into one Empire as a result of that war. The 
unexampled growth of Germany speaks for itself in 
eloquent denial of the charge that the influence of wars 
is inevitably reactionary. We may come nearer home

and take our own short Spanish-American War to illus- 
trate the truth that war often blesses both vanquished 
and victor. By being freed from the incubus of Cuba 
and the Philippines Spain has profited greatly. No one 
who has followed the course of the United States since 
1898 can see any reactionary influences of that war. Our 
policy and methods in the Philippines have brought to 
us the congratulation and compliments of some of the 
best minds in the world. Mr. Johnson closes with this 
astonishing statement: “The men of the working classes 
are therefore justified in their claim that the labor move- 
ment throughout the world is the best guaranty of peace.” 
In view of the fact that organized labor disputes are 
the cause of most of the strikes and riots it would be 
interesting indeed to know in what particular the labor 
movement in the last ten years has made for peace. 
The calls for troops in the United States in a year do 
not come from men fighting for political offices or political 
principles, but fighting to force an increased wage for 
themselves, and incidentally by force trying to establish 
the principle that nobody but organized workingmen 
shall have the right to labor. What keeps the Orientals 
out of the United States to-day is the military power 
of the United States to enforce its laws against immigra- 
tion. If we put an end to the Army and Navy on the 
theory that the workingman has no interest in war, and 
shiploads of Orientals began arriving at San Francisco, 
defying the United States to send them back, we have 
an idea that the labor movement would soon shed the 
white robes of peace in which Mr. Johnson’s vivid 
imagination now sees it garbed and would proceed to 
put on hastily improvised war uniforms, or more likely 
would call upon the nation to rally and prevent the com- 
petition in the American labor market of the cheap- 
living Asiatics. 
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DESTRUCTION OF CITIES IN WAR. 


At a meeting of the National Citizens’ Committee in 
New York to urge the holding of a third Hague peace 
conference, a letter was read from Andrew D. White, 
former Ambassador to Germany, and chairman of the 
American delegation to the first peace conference, call- 
ing the aeroplane the most “hellish” of all war devices. 
Undonbtedly chills crept up the backs of the listeners as 
this was read from Mr. White’s letter: “Portable maga- 
zines containing high explosives can be so dropped from 
flying machines as to wipe out some of the largest cities 
in the world. If any Power should in the future begin a 
war in a manner so doubtfully regular as that in which 
Japan began her war with Russia, the nation claiming 
to be aggrieved may easily insist on being absolved from 
those poor restraints at present relied upon and go to 
any extreme in projecting explosives into the defenseless 
cities of her enemy and blotting out some of the great- 
est achievements of civilization.” 

If there is any force whatever in the claim that Hague 
peace conferences will be able to prevent wars, why 
should Mr. White or anybody else worry about the vio- 
lation of the laws of civilized warfare? All the nations 
of the earth have made a solemn agreement, as solemn 
perhaps as any Hague conference can ever be, that there 
shall not be an “attack on or bombardment, by whatever 
means, of towns, villages, dwellings or buildings which 
are undefended.” This international prohibition is found 
on page 1496, Military Laws of the United States. This 
prohibition, then, being among the international laws 
governing war, why does Mr. White fear the destruction 
of “the greatest achievements of civilization?’ The 
answer is given by the former Ambassador himself, when 
he says that a nation may break away from the “poor 
restraints at present relied upon.” In other words, he 
means to say that under the stress and strain of war a 
nation is likely to toss into the waste basket its agree- 
ment with other nations and proceed to prosecute war 
along the lines it may deem the most effective. But if 
nations will thus treat such a covenant will they have 
any higher respect for the obligations imposed by a 
peace convention? 

Mr. White gives expression to a common fear that aero- 
planes would destroy cities right and left. But such 
destruction of cities has not had to wait for the coming 
of the aeroplane. The siege artillery of the armies of the 
last century could have wiped out cities, but such acts 
have not been committed. Napoleon took city after city, 
yet he destroyed none. In the Franco-Prussian war, the 
Prussian army could have laid Paris in ashes, but it did 
nothing of the kind. The damage from the Prussian ar- 
tillery was comparatively little not because of its in- 
efficiency, but because the invaders were averse to 
destroying the beautiful city. 

In all the subsequent wars there has been the same 
scrupulous regard for cities. There are two very good 
reasons for this. The first is that it confers no advantage 
upon the invading army. A country is not defeated jin 
war by the destruction of property, by the burning down 
of its cities and towns. It is conquered by the occupa- 
tion of certain strategic positions and the impossibility 
of making front against the invaders in battle. The sec- 
ond reason is that the wiping out of cities by bombard- 
ment is a game that both sides can play at, and might 
turn out to be a two-edged sword. Again, the less the 
enemy’s property is destroyed the larger claim for in- 
demnity can be put in at the peace preliminaries. The 
huge indemnity of five milliards of francs demanded by 
Prussia in 1871, probably would never have been made a 
condition of peace if Paris had been destroyed by the 
artillery of the besiegers. The ability of the conquered 
to pay well depends on their resources, which would be 


materially reduced by wanton destruction on the part of 
the invaders. 

There is destruction of property and much of it in 
war, but the destruction is only incidental to the mili- 
tary operations and is not intended in modern warfare 
as a means of weakening an enemy. Not only does the 
destroying of a city not benefit an enemy, but in certain 
cases it may mean its ruin. The burning of Moscow by 
the Russians as a defensive measure caused the loss of 
the Grand Army of Napoleon. If Bonaparte himself had 
caused the burning he could be held up to-day as the 
most colossal of military blunderers. This conjuring up 
of dreadful pictures of war is something we might ex- 
pect from a rural alarmist, but it is hardly to be looked 
for in a former Ambassador to a foreign country. 
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REASONS FOR NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


Brought into the compass of a handy booklet, issued 
by the University of Wisconsin, Madison, are reasons 
for and against developing our Regular services. The 
affirmative side is presented by 1st Lieut. P. C. Wright- 
son, U.S. Inf., while the negative is set forth by Secre- 
tary Chester Lloyd-Jones, of the Wisconsin Peace So- 
ciety. Lieutenant Wrightson is the commandant and 
professor of military science and tactics at the Univer- 
sity. We have seldom seen a more compact argument 
for the increase of armament than is given by this Army 
officer. He marshals his facts with a singular knowledge 
of the value of contrasts and, instead of wasting time in 
rhetoric, he keeps his arguments always upon the plane 
of practical common sense, as in the references to Wash- 
ington’s herculean labors in welding the Militia into 
something like a fighting force, to our failures in the 
War of 1812, and to the unpreparedness which left the 
North helpless when the South struck at the Federal 
authority in its attack on Fort Sumter. Lieutenant 
Wrightson makes a very strong point when he recalls 
Macaulay’s indictment of the influences that sought to 
undermine the martial power of the Byzantine Empire 
and make it a prey for the Mohammedan invaders. Dur- 
ing the reign of Nicephorous II. (913-969), when the 
Saracens were seriously threatening Constantinople, 
that monarch sought to bestow the honors of martyrdom 
upon Christians who lost their lives in a holy war 
against the infidels. “But this political law,” says 
Macaulay, “was defeated by the opposition of the Patri- 
arch of the church, the bishops and the principal sena- 
tors, and they strenuously urged the canons of St. Basil 
that all who were polluted by the bloody ‘rade of a 
soldier should be separated during three years from the 
communion of the faithful.” And-—Constantinople has 
been the capital of the Ottoman Empire since 1453! 

Of Lieut. Wrightson’s arguments it is perhaps needless 
to say to those who know his character that he never 
descends to intellectual tergiversation or crooked polemics. 
He never ptts forth an argument that appeals 47.-the. 
ignorance or fanaticism of a zealot. As much, we fear, 
cannot be said of the reasoning of Secretary Lloyd-Jones 
for the peace side. In mentioning the claims of those 
who believe in adequate military protection, he asserts that 
“military establishments and war are advocated. because 
they remove surplus population.” We know no believer 
in armies and navies to-day whose mind is sufficiently 
developed to keep him outside an asylum for idiots that 
advocates military establishments on the ground that 
they help to remove surplus population. On the con- 
trary the chief argument for national military defense 
is that it will prevent needless wars. ‘“Militarists” agree 
that adequate armies and navies are the conservators 
and protectors of population. Such men as Emperor 
William, Field Marshal Lord Roberts, Major General 
Wood, U.S.A., and others who support a vigorous mili- 
tary development of a nation cannot even be suspected of 
entertaining the preposterous notion that armies and 
navies are worthy of the support of the people because 
they will diminish the number of the people. It is un- 
fortunate that Mr. Lloyd-Jones did not name a few of 
those militarists who tell us that armies are good because 
they reduce population. Against all that he may be able 
to muster we shall be content to place George Washing- 
ton with his immortal maxim that ‘to be prepared for 
war is the best means of preserving peace.” No un- 
prejudiced reader, we venture to say, can read this book- 
let without feeling that Lieutenant Wrightson has by 
far the better of the discussion. The pamphlet may be 
obtained for ten cents from Secretary F. A. Hutchins, 
Department of Debating and Public Discussion, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. For those who desire to obtain 
in a nutshell the chief arguments of both sides, we 
would recommend this little book. 
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A proposal to improve the harbor of Apia in the 
Samoan Islands in order to render it capable of ac- 
commodating shipping which will use the Panama (‘anal 
was made in the Budget Committee of the German Reich- 
stag Feb. 20, while the Colonial estimates were under 
discussion. Dr. William Solf, Secretary of State for the 
colonies, opposed the project, saying it would cost from 
$7,500,000 to $10,000,000. Apia, he added, was far aside 
from the route between Panama and Australia. 
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An interesting experiment to test whether or not it is 
possible to locate submerged submarine craft with the 
aid of aeroplanes was recently carried out by Winston 
Churchill, First Lord of the British Admiralty, who 
piloted a hydro-aeroplane over the Solent.. He carried 
with him a naval airman as a passenger. Several sub- 
marines and waterplanes participated in the tests. Mr. 
Churchill flew from Portsmouth to Spithead and back 
twice. 
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Col. John L. Phillips, Med. Corps, U.S..A, in his 
annual report for 1913 as acting Chief Sanitary Officer 
of the Isthmian Canal Commission in the absence of 
Colonel Gorgas, makes statements that less than a decade 
ago would have seemed incredible. For example, we are 
told that among the 11,943 white employees there were 
no deaths during the year from either dysentery or 
typhoid fever. Again, we are informed that with the 
exception of one case of smallpox on a ship from Callao, 
I’eru, which was isolated and in which the patient 
recovered, there were no cases of yellow fever, smallpox 
or plague originating in or brought to the Isthmus. 
Moreover, the death rate among the white employees 
from the United States from disease was only 2.50 per 
thousand. If the American women and: children are 
included, the death rate of Americans from disease is 
raised to 3.40; but if, again, are included the officers 
and men of the U.S. Army and Marine Corps stationed 
in the Canal Zone and their families the death rate from 
disease is lowered to 3.16 per thousand. This rate may 
be instructively compared with the death rate from 
disease in the U.S. Army. which for the calendar year 
1912 was 2.37 per thousand. Never before in the history 
of the canal operations was the death rate per thousand 
among the whole body of employees so low as in 1913, 
when it fell to 8.35, all nationalities and colors being 
included in the aggregate for which the computation was 
made. Nor was the number of employees smaller in 
the year than in previous years; on the contrary it 
was the largest of all years. The total number of em- 
ployees was 56,654 in 1913. The next largest total was 
the 50.893 of 1912, and the third largest was the 50,802 
of 1910. Despite this large aggregate the total deaths 
for 1913 were only six more than in the year before, 
with a total of employees nearly six thousand smaller. 
That the troublesome malaria is yielding slowly but 
surely to modern medical science is shown by the steady 
fall in the death rate from that disease. For the first 
time since the American canal records began in 1904 
the malaria death rate per thousand fell below 100, 
being 76 in 1913, against 110 in 1912 and 821 in 1906. 
The malaria chart for 1911, 1912 and 1913 accompanying 
the report gives a very clear idea of the control which 
the Army sanitarians of the Medical Corps in the Zone 
is establishing over this disease. The relation in 1913 
of the dry season and the wet season to malaria cannot 
but be studied with satisfaction. The dry season is from 
January to April, inclusive. In June-July, 1911, the 
number of malaria cases among employees expressed rose 
to four per cent. of the entire working force; in the same 
period in 1912 the rate was a shade over two per cent., 
but in 1913 it was six-tenths of one per cent. in June- 
July. In the wet season of 1913 the rate ran as low 
as three-tenths of one per cent., and never was higher 
than seven-tenths. Taking the cities of Panama and 
Colon, the death rate of the total population in the year 
was 23.57 per thousand. In 1905 this rate was 49.94. 
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The Forest Service, U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
reports that during 1913 the forces on the national for- 
ests fought 4,520 fires, nearly twice as many as in 1912. 
Notwithstanding the increase in the number of fires, 
Forester Graves considers the showing made‘by the for- 
est service as favorable as in the preceding year, because 
the damage done and the costs of fire fighting were no 
greater proportionately. In both years practically fifty 
per cent. of all fires were detected and extinguished be- 
fore they burned over a quarter of an acre, and twenty- 
five per cent. before they covered ten acres. In only 
twenty-five fires did the damage amount to $1,000. The 
aggregate loss in timber is estimated at nearly fifty- 
nine million board feet, valued at about $82,000, and the 
damage to young growth and forage is estimated at about 
$110,000, a total of about $192,000. About eighteen 
per cent. of this loss was on private lands. As to cause 
of increase in fires, first of all, unprecedented electric 
storms swept the state of California at the end of a long 
dry season and set, almost simultaneously, about 700 
fires. ‘Ihe SO4 fires set by lightning in California 
formed nearly fifty per cent. of the 1,628 fires on the 
national forests of the state, and were more than half 
of the 1,571 lightning-set fires in all the twenty-one 
states reporting. Another increased cause of fires was 
incendiarism, confined to Arkansas, California, and Ore- 
gon, all other states showing a marked decrease ; 452 
fires were known to be incendiary, and others of “origin 
unknown” were mainly incendiary. Many were at- 
tributable to the theory that forests should be burned 
over frequently to prevent the accumulation of debris, 
which the forest service considers pernicious because it. 
sears standing timber, robs the soil of moisture, and 
destroys tree seedlings. Other causes of fire were rail- 
road locomotives and careless campers. In the face of 
difficulties. the fire fighting force was able to cope with 
the situation. In California, in particular, it was as 
if a military leader, represented by the district forester 
at San Francisco, was holding, with a comparatively 
small number of men or a mere skirmish force, a line 
of defense extending 750 miles in a north and south 
direction. This force received, as if from an attack by 
the heavy artillery of an opposing army, the electric 
storms, generally unaccompanied by rain, which played 
havoe all along the Sierras and the coast range. That 
the California force was able to cope with the situation 
was, according to Mr. Graves, an evidence of the effi- 
ciency of the men and the organization.

Richard Harding Davis opens Scribner's Magazine for 
March with a lively account of “Breaking Into the 
Movies.” He tells a romantic story of how in his sopho- 
more year a first voyage to Santiago, Cuba, and a visit 
to the American iron mines there made so strong an 
impression that ten years afterward he added a love 
story and wrote his famous novel, “Soldiers of Fortune.” 
Then it was dramatized by Augustus Thomas, and years 
later Mr. Thomas and Mr. Davis returned to the scene 
of the novel and made several miles of moving picture 
films. The present article tells how a company of actors, 
with volunteer regiments of Cuban troops, detachments 
of United States marines, villas in Santiago, all united 
to make the record of a moving picture story. Of the 
participation of the U.S. marines Mr. Davis says: “The 
Hon. Josephus Daniels believes, by methods that are 


legitimate, in adding, if that be possible, to the popularity 
of the Navy. And it was owing to him and to his 
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generous point of view, and to the fact that with the 
present administration Mr. omas is persona grata, 
that we were permitted to show in our pictures American 
warships and bluejackets. Indeed, the use we might 
make of them seemed so unlimited that I wanted to take 
a moving picture of our sailors marching into the City 
of Mexico. But on looking through his scenario Thomas 
said he could find no such incident. Instead, I had 
the privilege of watching Cuban soldiers and our own 
bluejackets marching in the same column. They were 
under the green and white flag of Olancho. When last 
I had seen them together: they were allies, and fighting 
under flags of a very different color.” 
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Recent references to the long service of Sergeant 
Katzenberger and Corporal Dudley, U.S.A., retired, bring 
other records of enlisted service. Ord. Sergt. Edward 
Davis, U.S.A., retired, writes: “There have been a great 
many soldiers with Civil War service—including myself— 
retired with over thirty years’ active service, double 
time not being taken advantage of. Some of these old 
soldiers must have served well on toward thirty-five 
years, or even longer. Any veteran of the old Army wiil 
easily vecall several. As some of these retired veterans 
are still living, the credit for long service will have to 
be divided with them. The War Department records 
show the service of all soldiers, of course, but aside from 
that the matter is such a well known fact that it is not 
necessary to give names or records. While on the subject 
of retirement, I desire to state that after thirty-seven 
years in government service—thirty-three in the Army 
and four in the Quartermaster’s Department—I was 
retired, and then entered railroad service as a clerk, and 
that in three years more will be eligible for retirement 
with pay under the provisions—fifteen years’ continuous 
service and sixty-five or over years of age—established 
by the Santa Fe Railroad Company.” Another case of 
long service is that of Comsy. Sergt. John T. Barratt, 
U.S.A., retired, who was retired after continuous service 
of thirty years and twenty-four days and had no double 
time. Was enlisted at Brooklyn, N.Y., Jan. 19, 1870, 
by Cap. I. S. Catlin, now brigadier general, retired, 
and assigned to Battery H, 5th Artillery, then com- 
manded by Capt. F. lL. Guenther (now brigadier general, 
retired). Re-enlisted for each successive period and 
was retired at his own request Feb. 11, 1900. All his 
service was in Battery Hl, 5th Artillery, up to date of 
appointment as post commissary sergeant, U.S.A., March 
11, 1899. 
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A correspondent of Leslie’s reports that the Mexican 
General Villa has a new armored truck which carries 
seven machine guns and is patterned after the ones in 
service of the Russian, French and German armies. It 
is, however, an experiment here. It is about twenty feet 
long, eight feet high and six feet wide. A roof and 
walls of steel protect the operators. The steel casing 
built up on the truck is impenetrable by either Mauser 
or machine-gun fire. It has been given a thorough test. 
The siding of the car is made of two walls of steel plate, 
between which are layers of felt. It can be operated 
either on railroad tracks or on roads and fields. It is 
equipped with specially made wheels from which the 
tires used in the road work can be demounted and in 
their stead a set of flanges attached by which the machine 
can run on railroad tracks. It can make a speed of 
twenty miles an hour on roads and forty miles on tracks. 
Steel protectors are built over the sides of the wheels 
to prevent the spokes and wheels from being injured, 
and a steel plate has been built under the bottom of the 
car which protects the machinery from injury in case 
of mines being exploded under it. Under the flooring 
of the machine cases have been constructed which will 
carry extra ammunition, oils, extra parts and sufficient 
fuel to run the machine 200 miles. A powerful revolving 
searchlight makes it possible to operate the car at night. 
A wireless equipment is carried which will keep the car 
in communication with the main body of the troops.

Judge Goff. of New York, is one of our level-headed 
citizens who has not yet been won over by the peace 
faddists.

We wish to-night to assure our brothers of the 
glorious 69th Regiment that we have perfect trust in 
their capacity and their fervent good-will to measure 
up to tne highest standard of devotion in maintaining 
the government and the freedom of these great United 
States.” It was announced in the course of the addresses 
that. in view of the present situation in Mexico, it was 
highly cesirous to have the 69th Regiment recruited 
io the full war standard of 1,200 men. It was pointed 
out that should a eall for service be made volunteering 
for the ranks of the 69th to the number of several thou- 
sands would be promptly made by citizens of New York, 
but that now was the time to join while there was time 
for preliminary drilling and learning the details of the 
soldier’s profession.

C. Kemper writes: “Allow me to join John C. Stiles in 
saying that ‘there was glory enough to go around’ without 
envy or malice. To anyone who saw that old cyclorama 
of the Lattle—no need to disparage anyone or anything. 
Of course to me the most thrilling effect was Gen. James 
IL. Kemper being carried off the field. I have heard 
many «a veteran wonder how it happened he was not 
captured ! That was the crowning glory of Dr. Landon 
Rives, cf his staff, a young surgeon from Cincinnati, 
who cast_in his lot with the South (a great-uncle of 
Nicholas Longworth, late Member of Congress). General 
Kemper carried that Gettysburg bullet in his hip for 
the rest of his life—thirty years. His escape was a 
wonderful story of endurance and surgical skill. He was 
a second cousin of my husband, who was A.A.G. all 
through the war in the Union Army. General Kemper 
was Governor of Virginia when we visited him in 1875.” 
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Further refutation of the newspaper report, noted last 
week, which attempted to identify “Pancho” Villa with 
one Goldsby, a deserter from the U.S. Army, appears 
in a despatch from Mexico City to the New York Sun. 
It says: “Many persons living in Durango, the rebel 
chieftain’s birthplace, declare that his name is Doroteo 
Arango, not Francisco Villa, he having assumed the 
latter name to hide himself from justice. At the age 
of fourteen he was imprisoned in his native state for 
cattle stealing. Later he went to the mines of Guanacevi, 
where he remained only four months before he was again 
put in prison. Escaping, he went to Chihuahua. He 
fled to the mountains, where he organized a band of 
brigands, devoting himself to wholesale cattle stealing. 
From that time on he made himself infamous by the 
boldness of his crimes.” 
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There was quite a parade in Honolulu, H.T., Feb. 28, 
in honor of Washington’s Birthday, and it was reviewed 
by Governor Frear.

ee ist Infantry, N.G. of Hawaii, and Kamehameha 
Cadets. 
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It is announced that a supplementary appropriation 
of $12,500,000 is needed for the British navy for the 
year ending March 31. This will make the total ap- 
propriations for the year $250,000,000, which is the 
largest on record. Colonel Seely, Secretary of War, 
asked the House of Commons for a supplementary army 
appropriation of $980,000, to be used mainly for the 
construction of military aeroplanes. Colonel Seely an- 
nounced that the War Office had sent fifty-two obsolete 
machines to the scrap heap since July and 100 more 
modern machines had been added to those already in 
use, making the present total 161, which it was intended 
to increase to 250 before the end of the year. British 
army airmen had flown in the past six months more than 
100,000 miles without a fatal accident. He announced 
that all army airships would be transferred to the navy 
and that the army will henceforth use only aeroplanes.

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ADMIRAL VON DIEDERICHS’S COMMENTS. 


Those familiar with the facts as to the happenings at 
Manila Bay in 1898 know well that Admiral Dewey in. 
his autobiography has understated rather than overstated 
his case, and he need have no misgivings as to the 
resulting verdict by the American people. Rear Admiral 
Fiske also, as his book, ‘‘War Time in Manila,” shows, 
was very careful to give no unnecessary cause for offense. 
Admiral von Diederichs to the contrary notwithstanding, 
there is little doubt that the underlying causes of the 
German action at Manila Bay were two: First, a strong 
desire that the United States should not have the Philip- 
pines; second, an unconscious feeling of contempt for 
Americans and a conviction (perhaps unconscious also) 
that they could by dint of superior rank simply elbow 
the American fleet out of the way and take charge of 
matters themselves. 

The American in command, however, was a man pos- 
sessing the rare combination of courage, enterprise, 
diplomacy, prudence and firmness. For this reason the 
German Admiral failed. Had he not failed a disgraceful 
issue to our Philippine campaign might have resulted 
even after the victory of May 1. When we consider how 
vacillating was this country’s home policy at the time 
Americans may well thank their happy stars that Dewey 
was in Manila Bay to give directness, definiteness, firm- 
ness and statesmanship to the American cause. No 
hetter diplomacy has graced the history of the United 
States, and no finer example of international statesman- 
ship is to the credit of our ambassadors and ministers 
plenipotentiary than that which characterized Dewey's 
management at Manila Bay from the day he entered it 
until the day he left. As is shown by the corroborative 
evidence of Admiral Fiske’s book, from records’ made on 
the spot, what Admiral Dewey says in his book is true, 
and not, as the German Admiral would have it, a 
“succession of inaccuracies due to faulty memory.” 

Vice Admiral von Diederichs’s answer to the state- 
ments made by Admiral Dewey in his autobiography, 
which will be published this week in the official Marine 
tundschau, was made public in the daily press at Berlin 
on Feb. 28. It is entitled “Personal Comments Upon 
the Autobiography of Admiral Dewey.” . 

The German Admiral says he arrived at Corregidor 
on his flagship, Kaiserin Augusta, on June 12. “I 
found,” he says, “no indications of a blockade. The 
entrance so far as we could determine was not guarded 
by warships. ‘The American ships were off Cavite, 
twenty-five miles away.’’ As to whether or not a proper 
blockade declaration had been made, he says: “A blockade 
declaration in accordance with the sense of international 
law, or a communication that a blockade had _ been 
declared, especially an official communication from. the 
American side, direct or indirect, was not made either 
to our Consul or to me.” : 

Admiral von Diederichs then goes on to describe the 
complicated conditions at the time, which, he says, led 
to much confusion, and adds: “In view of this I 
endeavored to avoid everything which could offend the 
blockaders so long as the honor of our flag was not 
threatened thereby. Everything that has been written 
or said in contradiction of this’ has been based on 
erroneous assumptions, misconceptions or calumny. As 
for political instructions, I had none. The only utter- 
ance of the Foreign Office on the Philippine question 
which came to my knowledge was that the Kaiser dis- 
tinctly repudiated the idea of a German protectorate 
over the Philippines.” P 

Summarizing what he thinks are Admiral Dewey’s 
principal errors Admiral von Diederichs denies that he 
had an exchange of views on international law with 
Admiral Dewey prior to July 10. He denies that he 
ever considered or spoke of a conference of the senior 
officers of neutral warships. He declares that what 
Admiral Dewey alleges Captain Chichester, the British 
commander, said is in sharp contrast to what Captain 
Chichester told him (von Diederichs), and therefore out 
of respect for the British officer he must assume that 
the error was made by Admiral Dewey. He says further: 

“The cruiser Cormoran was never stopped by the Me- 
Culloch. It was the Irene. The commander of the latter 
vessel officially reported that not a shot was fired at 
the Irene. ‘This -was corroborated by Lieutenant Com- 
mander Pohl, the navigation officer. Neither did the 
Irene deviate from her course. Admiral Dewey’s version 
of this matter is offensive to the German officers and 
must be sharply repudiated.” 5 . j 

“Admiral von Diederichs,” says the New York Sun’s 
Berlin correspondent, “credits Admiral Dewey with the 
best of intentions and attributes the misunderstandings 
to the talk of misled public opinion at Manila, together 
with deliberate attempts to work up Admiral Dewey 
against the Germans.” 
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NAVY TARGET PRACTICE SYSTEMS. 


The director and spotter systems of naval target prac- 
tice were recently compared by the Scientific American 
in an article quoted in these columns, the contention 
being that the director system used in the British navy 
is superior to the spotter system of our own Navy. Of 
this Lieut. Hugh J. Knerr, Coast Art. Corps, writes, 
from Fort Casey, Wash: 

“The article leaves one with some doubt in mind as 
to the merits of our system of target practice. These 
doubts sre unfounded, and rest largely on the fact that 
this ‘director system’ has been but vaguely outlined at 
the best. It will perhaps help to state the system which 
was designed by the writer and submitted to the Navy 
Department some time before this ‘director system’ was 
heard of. The Department reported favorably upon 
this scheme and had the sights installed. The writer, 
having left the naval service shortly afterward, cannot 
say how far the scheme has been carried out. i 

“In this system a third telescope, or a side entrance 
to the pointer’s telescope, enables a third pointer to 
observe the target. This third pointer does the firing. 
Whenever the piece is ready and he sees the cross wires 
on the target he presses the firing key at the gun. The 
guns of a broadside or of the turrets are connected in 
parallel on a main firing line which terminates near 
the spotter. When the spotter wishes to deliver a broad- 
side he closes his firing key and the impulse fires those 
guns which are on the target. The spotter can fire on 
any interval he desires. While ranging he can fire on 





an interval a little greater than the time of flight, and 
when on the target can speed up so as to have two.or 
three saivos in the air at one time if necessary and con- 
ditions of wind and loading permitted it. 

“At the guns the trainer and pointer are able to devote 
their entire attention to keeping their respective wires 
on the.target without the worry of determining when 
to fire, and usually letting her go when just a little off. 
The third pointer can be more easily trained to keep 
his key open when off and closed when on than the first 
pointer, cach being able to devote their skill to one 
thing. Because of the fact that the pointers do not know 
when the piece is going off the evil of flinching is re- 
moved. A pointer will almost always stop elevating a 
fraction of a second before he pulls the trigger. When 
the gun has gone off, however, they can do no harm by 
flinching. A maximum five rate of fire is obtained by 
the use of this third pointer. The constant opening and 
closing of the key at each gun gives a maximum of 
instants when the guns are on the target. A firing 
impulse at any time selects those guns that are on and 
fires those only. The shots that would have been fired 
just a shade off by the single pointer and have missed 
are thus saved for the next time, when they will be on, 
and, if cn, they will hit. Therefore we get a maximum 
rate of hits. 

“The great value of this system lies in the assistance 
to the spotter. He has a confidence that he can get by 
no other means. He knows that to get away a shot 
must have been on the target. Those guns that are fired 
will bunch their shots at one spot. There will be no 
dispersion or ragged salvos.- The spotter can make his 
correction accurately and confidently, as he has no wild 
shots to confuse him. 

“In case of damage to the units of the battery the 
others will be just as effective as before. To depend 
on one pointer for the whole ship seems to be dangerous 
practice. Where each gun has its own pointers any one 
gun can be fired to the very last by this system, the same 
as when the whole broadside was keeping it company. 

“Tt is a practical impossibility to so connect the» guns 
of a battery, by any known mechanical means, that they 
will all move together in parallel with the accuracy 
necessary to stay on the target at 10,000 yards. To 
put a pointer on each gun to secure that accuracy is a 
simple matter, and nothing is lost in flexibility of the 
battery.” 
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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Naval Appropriation bill (H.R. 14034) was re- 
ported in the House Feb. 28, substantially as announced 
in our issue of Feb. 21. 

Reporting the bill the Naval Committee say, in part: 
“The estimates of the Navy Department for the year 
ending June 30, 1914, including the program recom- 
mended by the then Secretary of the Navy, and the 
supplemental estimates, the report of the Secretary of 
the Navy and communication from the Department 
recommending appropriations to be carried in that bill, 
and the recommendation of the Secretary of the Navy 
last year in his hearing before the committee for twelve 
destroyers, .with their tenders; two transports; one 
ammunition ship; five submarines, with their tender; two 
gunboats, and one supply ship, in addition to three 
battleships estimated for in the Book of Estimates, 
amounted for the fiscal year ending June 3, 1914, to 
$168,946,179. This committee recommended to the House 
of Representatives for that year a bill carrying $146,- 
618,564.53, a reduction in the estimates for that year 
amounting to $22,327,814.47. The bill became a law 
carrying appropriations amounting to $140,800,643.53. 
The estimates submitted for this year, including supple- 
mental estimates and all other estimates from the Navy 
Department, amounted to $144,492,453.53. The Navy 
Department therefore recommended to Congress appro- 
priations for the Navy amounting to $24,453,725.47 less 
than was recommended for the Navy last year. The 
amount recommended in this bill is $139,964,333.61, a 
reduction in the estimates for this year of $4,528,119.92. 
Last year’s bill carried the following new construction : 
One battleship, six destroyers, four submarines, one 
transport, one supply ship; while the bill recommended 
this year carries two battleships, six destroyers and eight 
submarines, yet there is a reduction in the bill recom- 
mended under last year’s bill of $836,309.92, notwith- 
standing an extraordinary expense of $104,000 being 
recommended for the entertainment of foreign navies 
which have been invited to the United States iv partici- 
pate in the Panama-Pacific International Exposition. 

“In the interest of economy and the efficient adminis- 
tration of the Navy Department the committee recom- 
mends the abolishment of the Bureau of Equipment. 
For three years past the duties, funds and clerical force 
of this bureau have been distributed among the various 
bureaus by the Secretary of the Navy under the authori- 
zation heretofore granted in the naval acts for the past 
three years. The committee has inserted a provision 
making the distribution of the duties, funds and clerical 
force permanent, which have heretofore been temporary. 
The duties, funds and clerical force have been distributed 
throughout the bill among the various bureaus as has 
been in force for the last three years under the authority 
heretofore granted. : : 

“The total of last year’s naval act, exclusive of ‘In- 
crease of the Navy,’ amounted to $105,474,948.53. The 
total of the bill recommended, exclusive of ‘Increase of 
the Navy,’ is $103,507,599.61, a reduction of $1,967,348.92. 

“Last year’s naval act carried appropriations for 
‘Public works of navy yards and stations’ amounting to 
$4,348,945. The bill recommended carries for the same 
purpose appropriations amounting to $3,549,000, making 
an apparent reduction of $799,945. The transfers of 
appropriations from the Bureau of Equipment to the 
amount of $600,000 are cared for in this. bill in this 
appropriation, which was not cared for in the same 
appropriation for last year. ‘Therefore a real reduction 
in ‘Publie works in the navy yards and stations’ amount- 
ing to $1,399,945 is recommended.” ‘ 

Regarding the provision ‘increasing the corps of 
chaplains in the Navy from its present strength of 
twenty-four to fifty-two, basing the strength of the corps 
at one for every 1,250 of the total personnel of the Navy 
and Marine Corps, the report says: “Although the per- 
sonnel of the Navy, both commissioned and enlisted, has 
been increased from time to time, there has been no 
increase in the corps of chaplains since 1842, and the 
committee deems it proper that the religious welfare 


of the personnel of the Navy demands an increase in 
this corps. The provision provides for the creation of 
the grade of acting chaplain, and each chaplain before 
receiving a commission shall have served at least three 
years at sea on board ship before he is eligible to receive 
a commission in the Navy, and further provides that not 
more than seven chaplains shall be commissioned from 
acting chaplains in any one year. This provision does 
not allow any increase in pay of chaplains in the various 
grades, but provides that ten per cent. shall have the 
rank of captain, twenty per cent. the rank of commander, 
twenty per cent. the rank of lieutenant commander, and 
the remainder to fill the grades of lieutenant and lieu- 
tenant, junior grade, and service of four years in the 
grade of lieutenant, junior grade, being necessary before 
promotion to the grade of lieutenant. This service is 
in addition to the three years’ service as acting chaplain.” 

The appropriation for pay of the Navy, heretofore 
appearing as a lump sum at the head of the bill, now 
appears under the head of Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts, in the middle of the bill, and the figures of 
the various items of pay are given in detail. 

The committee recommends construction of two battle- 
ships, six torpedoboat destroyers, four submarine torpedo- 
boats and four submarines, as follows: 


INCREASE OF THE NAVY. 


That for the purpose of further increasing the Naval Estab- 
lishment of the United States, the President is hereby author- 
ized to have constructed two first class battleships carrying 
as heavy armor and as powerful armament as any vessel of 
their class, to have the highest practicable speed and greatest 
desirable radius of action, and to cost, exclusive of armor 
and armament, not to exceed $7,800,000 each. 

Six torpedoboat destroyers, to have the highest practicable 
speed, to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, not to ex- 
ceed $925,000 each. 

One seagoing submarine torpedoboat, to cost not to exceed 
$1,100,000; and the sum of $500,000 is hereby appropriated 
for said purpose. 

Three coast-defense submarine torpedoboats, in an amount 
not exceeding in the aggregate $1,860,000; and the sum of 
$525,000 is hereby appropriated for said purpose, and the 
appropriation made in the Naval Act approved March 4, 
1913, ‘‘Wrecking pontoon: For construction or purchase of a 
testing and wrecking pontoon for submarines, to be available 
until expended, $300,000,’’ is hereby made available for the 
construction of said submarine boats. 

Four submarine boats, in an amount not exceeding in the 
aggregate $1,500,000; and the sum of $800,000 is hereby ap- 
propriated for said purpose. 

The three coast defense submarine torpedoboats herein au- 
thorized shall be built on the Pacific coast: Provided, That 
the cost of construction on the Pacific coast does not exceed 
the cost of construction on the Atlantic coast, plus the cost 
of transportation from the Atlantic to the Pacific; and the Sec- 
retary of the Navy is requested to consider the advisability 
of stationing the four small submarine torpedo boats herein 
authorized on the coast of the United States in the Gulf of 
Mexico as a proper naval defense thereof. 

The Secretary of the Navy shall build any of the vessels 
herein authorized in such navy yards as he may designate, 
should it reasonably appear that the persons, firms, or cor- 
porations, or the agents thereof, bidding for the construction 
of any of said vessels have entered into any combination, 
agreement, or understanding the effect, object, or purpose of 
which is to deprive the Government of fair, open, and un- 
restricted competition in letting contracts for the construction 
of any of said vessels. 

Construction and Machinery: On accourt of hulls and out- 
fits of vessels and steam machinery of vessels heretofore and 
herein authorized, to be available until expended, $17,647,617. 


Increase of the Navy; Torpedoboats: On account of sub- 
marine torpedoboats heretofore authorized, to be available 
until expended, $1,685,617. 

Increase of the Navy; Equipment: Toward the completion 
of equipment outfit of the vessels heretofore and herein au- 
thorized, to be available until expended, $421,000. 

Increase of the Navy; Armor and Armament: Teward the 
armor and armament for vessels heretofore, and herein author- 
ized, to be available until expended, $14,877,500. 

The Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized and 
directed to investigate and report at the next regular session 
of Congress upon the selection of a suitable site for the erec- 
tion of an armor plant to enable the United States to manu- 
facture its own armor plate and _ special-treatment steel 
capable of standing all ballistic and other necessary tests 
required for use in vessels of the Navy at the lowest possible 
cost to the Government, taking into consideration all of the 
elements necessary for the economical and successful opera- 
tion of such a plant, such as the availability of labor, material, 
and fuel, and transportation facilities to and from said plant. 
Said report shall contain the cost of a site sufficient to ac- 
commodate a plant having an annual output capacity of 
20,000 tons and a site for an output of 10,000 tons, and also 
an itemized statement of the cost of the necessary buildings, 
machinery, and accessories for each, and the annual cost and 
maintenance of each, and the estimated cost of the finished 
product. 


Total increase of the Navy heretofore and herein author- 
ized, to be available until expended, $36,456,734. 

Of each of the sums appropriated by this act, except such 
amounts as may be required to meet obligations authorized in 
previous acts and for which contracts have been made, no 
part shall be used to procure through purchase or contract 
any vessels, armament, articles, or materials which the navy 
yards, gun factories, or other industrial plants operated by 
the Navy Department are equipped to supply, unless such 
Government plants are operated approximately at their full 
capacity for not less than one regular shift each working day, 
except when contract costs are less than costs in said Govern- 
ment plants, and except when said Government plants are 
unable to complete the work within the time required, and 
except in cases of emergency. 

That no part of any sum herein appropriated shall be ex- 
pended for the purchase of structural steel, ship plates, armor, 
armament, or machinery from any persons, firms, or corpora- 
tions who have combined or conspired to monopolize the inter- 
state or foreign commerce or trade of the United States, or 
the commerce or trade between the States and any territory 
or the District of Columbia, in any of the articles aforesaid, 
and no purchase of structural steel, ship plates, or machinery 
shall be made at a price in excess of a reasonable profit above 
the actual cost of manufacture. But this limitation shall in 
no case apply to any existing contract. 

That no part of any sum herein appropriated under ‘‘In- 
crease of the Navy’’ shall be used for the payment of any 
clerical, drafting, inspection, or messenger service, or for the 
pay of any of the other classified force under the various 
bureaus of the Navy Department, Washington, D.C. 


Other new legislation carried by the bill follows: 


Under ‘‘Contingent, Navy,’’ $104,000 is placed at the dis- 
posal of the Navy Department for expenses of entertaining 
foreign officers and crews and defraying other incidental ex- 
penses in connection with the visit of these foreigners to the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition as guests of the nation. 

The tolls prescribed by the President, under the Panama 
Canal Act, to be levied for use of the Panama Canal shall 
not be assessed against any foreign vessel which may pass 
through the Panama Canal to or from the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition: Provided, That such vessel has been sent by its 
Government in consequence of the invitation of the President, 
extended in pursuance of law. 

The Secretary of the Navy is authorized to define and estab- 
lish suitable anchorage grounds in Hampton Roads, Va., and 
adjacent waters for the combined fleets of the United States 
and foreign Governments which may rendezvous there prior 
to proceeding to the Panama-Pacific Exposition in 1915, as 
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well as to define and establish suitable anchorage grounds in 
the Bay of San Francisco and waters adjacent thereto during 
the exposition, and the Secretary of the Navy is further au- 
thorized to make such rules and regulations regarding move- 
ments of all vessels in all the waters named to carry out the 
plans for the combined fleets and to provide for safety of 
vessels participating therein; such rules and regulations to 
have the force and effect of law. 

Any alien of the age of twenty-one years and upward who 
may, under existing law, become a citizen of the United 
States, who has served or may hereafter serve for one enlist- 
ment of not less than four years in the United States Navy 
or Marine Corps, and who has received therefrom an honor- 
able discharge or an ordinary discharge, with recommenda- 
tion for re-enlistment, or who has completed four years of 
honorable service in the naval auxiliary service, shall be ad- 
mitted to become a citizen of the United States upon his 
petition without any previous declaration of his intention to 
become such, and without proof of residence on shore, and 
the court admitting such alien shall, in addition to proof of 
good moral character, be satisfied by competent proof from 
naval sources of such service: Provided, That an honorable 
discharge from the Navy, Marine Corps, or the naval auxiliary 
service, or an ordinary discharge with recommendation for 
re-enlistment, shall be accepted as proof of good moral char- 
acter: Provided further, That any court which now has or 
may hereafter be given jurisdiction to naturalize aliens as 
citizens of the United States may immediately naturalize any 
alien applying under and furnishing the proof prescribed by 
the foregoing provisions. 

The Secretary of the Navy is authorized to issue a clothing 
outfit to all enlisted men serving in their second enlistment 
who failed to receive an outfit of the value authorized by 
law on their first enlistment, or who, having received such 
outfit, were required to refund its value on account of dis- 
charge prior to expiration of enlistment: Provided further, 
That the net cost to the Government of clothing outfits fur- 
nished any one enlisted man shall not exceed $60. 


All moneys derived from sale of material at the Naval 
Home, Philadelphia, originally purchased from moneys ap- 
propriated from income from naval pension fund, and all 
moneys derived from rental of Naval Home property, shall be 
turned into the naval pension fund. Hereafter all moneys 
belonging to a deceased beneficiary of the Home or derived 
from sale of his personal effects, not claimed by his legal 
heirs or next of kin, shall be deposited with the pay officer 
of the Naval Home, and if any sum so deposited remain un- 
claimed for two years from death of beneficiary it shall be 
deposited in the Treasury to credit of naval pension fund. 
Governor of Naval Home is directed to make inquiry after 
death of an inmate to ascertain whereabouts of heirs or next 
of kin. Claims may be presented hereunder within five years 
after moneys have been deposited in Treasury, and, when 
supported by competent proof, shall be certified to Congress 
for consideration. Pensions of beneficiaries of the Naval 
Home shall be disposed of in the same manner as prescribed 
for inmates of the Soldiers’ Home, as provided for in Sec. 4, 
Act of March 8, 1883, under such regulations as the Secre- 
tary of the Navy may prescribe, except that in case of death 
of any beneficiary leaving no heirs at law nor next of kin 
any pension due him shall, subject to foregoing provisions, 
escheat to the naval pension fund. 

The limit of cost of the drydock at the naval station, Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii, is increased to $4,986,500. " 

The appropriation of $15,000 for transportation of re- 
mains, as heretofore, shall be available for payment for trans- 
portation of remains of officers and men who have died while 
on duty at any time since April 21, 1898, and is made avail- 
able until used. 

The grade of acting chaplain in the Navy is hereby au- 
thorized and created, and hereafter original appointments 
shall be made by the Secretary of the Navy, not to exceed the 
number hereinafter provided, in the grade of acting chaplains 
in the Navy after-such examination as may be prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Navy, and while so serving acting chap- 
Jains shall have the rank, pay and allowances of lieutenant, 
junior grade, in the Navy. After three years’ sea service 
on board ship each acting chaplain before receiving a com- 
mission in the Navy shall establish to the satisfaction of the 
Secretary of the Navy by examination by a board of chap- 
lains and medical officers of the Navy his physical, mental, 
moral, and professional fitness to perform the duties of chap- 
lain in the Navy, and if found so qualified, shall be com- 
missioned a chaplain in the Navy with the rank of lieutenant, 
junior grade. If any acting chaplain shall fail on the ex- 
aminations herein prescribed he shall be honorably dis- 
charged from the naval service, and the appointment of any 
acting chaplain may be revoked at any time in the discretion 
of the Secretary of the Navy. : 

Hereafter the total number of chaplains and acting chap- 
lains in the Navy shall be one to each 1,250 of the total 
personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps as fixed by law, in- 
cluding midshipmen, apprentice seamen, and naval prisoners, 
and of the total number of chaplains and acting chaplains 
herein authorized ten per centum thereof shall have the rank 
of captain in the Navy, twenty per centum the rank of com- 
mander, twenty per centum the rank of lieutenant commander, 
and the remainder to have the rank of lieutenants and lieu- 
tenants, junior grade. , 

Naval chaplains hereafter commissioned from acting chap- 
plains shall have the rank, pay, and allowances of lieutenant, 
junior grade, in the Navy until they shall have completed 
four years’ service in that grade, when, subject to examina- 
tion as above prescribed, they shall have the rank, pay, and 
allowances of lieutenant in the Navy, and chaplains with the 
rank of lieutenant shall have at least four years’ service in 
that grade before promotion to the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander, after which service, chaplains shall be promoted as 
vacancies occur to the grades of lieutenant commander, com- 
mander and captain: Provided, That not more than seven 
acting chaplains shall be commissioned chaplains in any one 
year: And provided further, That no provision of this section 
shall operate to reduce the rank, pay, or allowances that 
would have been received by any person in the Navy except 
for the passage of this section, and that all laws or parts of 
laws inconsistent with the provisions of this section be, and 
the same are hereby, repealed. 

Those portions of the Acts of June 25, 1910, and March 
4, 1911, which create the ‘‘Naval supply account’’ under the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, are hereby so modified and 
amended that heresfter the appraised value of all stores. 
equipage, and supplies turned in from ships, and ships 
equipage turned in from yards or stations (except salvage), 
shall be credited to the current appropriations concerned, and 
the amounts so credited shall be available for expenditures for 
the same purposes as the appropriations credited until ex- 
pended: and all acts or parts of acts in so far as they con- 
flict with this provision are hereby repealed. 

Specific appropriation of $50,000 is made for repair of the 
old U.S.S. Constellation. 

The Secretary is authorized to contract for use by the 
Government of drydocks at Hunters Point, San Francisco, 
Cal., at $50,000 a year for six years, the right of the Gov- 
ernment to use of said docks in time of war to be para- 
mount. One of the docks is to be capable of docking the 
largest vessel that can be passed through the Panama Canal. 

The unobligated and unexpended balance of appropriation 
**Steam machinery’’ for the fiscal years 1912 and 1913, not 
exceeding in amount $250,000, made available by Act of 
March 4, 1913, for development of a heavy-oil engine for one 
of the fuel ships provided by that act, shall be considered 
available for that purpose until expended. 

The Bureau of Equipment of the Navy Department is hereby 
abolished, and the duties assigned by law to that bureau 
shall be distributed among the other bureaus and offices of 
the Navy Department as herein provided, and all available 
funds heretofore appropriated for that bureau and such civil 
employees of that bureau as were heretofore authorized by 
law are hereby assigned and transferred to the other bureaus 
and offices as herein provided: Provided, That nothing herein 
shall be so construed as to authorize the expenditure of any 
appropriation for purposes other than those specifically pro- 
vided by the terms of the appropriations heretofore and herein 
made. 

The unexpended balance of the appropriation for dairy, 


Naval Academy, contained in the Act of March 4, 1918, is 
made available until June 30, 1915. 

Hereafter in addition to the appointments of midshipmen 
to the United States Naval Academy as now prescribed by 
law, the Secretary of the Navy is allowed twenty-five appoint- 
ments annually from the enlisted men of the Navy who are 
citizens of the United States and not more than twenty-one 
years of age on the date of entrance to the Naval Academy, 
and who shall have served not less than two years as enlisted 
men on the date of entrance: Provided, That such appoint- 
ments shall be made in the order of merit from candidates 
who have passed such physical and such competitive mental 
examinations as the Secretary of the Navy shall prescribe: 
And provided further, That no mental examination other 
than the aforesaid competitive examination shall be a re- 
quirement for their entrance to the Naval Academy.

IN DEFENSE OF THE ARMY. 


In reply to the utterly unfair and unjust attacks on 
“the Army appearing in Harper’s Weekly, written by 
Charles Johnson Post, Major Robert Alexander, 17th 
U.S. Inf., says in a letter to the editor of that publica- 
tion: 

“The Army, like all other public institutions, is open 
to criticism, but it has a right to object when the 
criticism is framed in that most dangerous form of 
slander wherein isolated instances are exploited under 
the guise of usual occurrences, and where an infinitesimal 
grain of pseudo truth is spread out thinly enough to 
furnish a basis for charges of general moral delinquency. 
Passing over without remark the intemperance of 
language, which seems an essential element of publica- 
tions of the character of those referred to, the principal 


complaints formulated in the article and cartoon (in 
Harper’s Weekly of Feb. 21) seem to be: : 

“(a) Inequality of punishment for offenses committed 
by officers compared with those assessed against enlisted 
men for similar derelictions; (b) arrogance on the part 
of officers in their treatment of enlisted men; (c) mis- 
representations of conditions of service made in adver- 
tising posters and handbills of the recruiting service; 
(d) the incontestable fact of a certain number of deser- 
tions occurring yearly, and the equally incontestable 
fact that the proportion of such desertions is greater in 
some organizations than it is in others. 

“‘(a) That occasional failures of justice occur in pro- 
ceedings before general courts-martial is incontrovertible. 
Do such failures never occur before ,civil tribunals? Is 
not the author of the article aware that a proposed 
revision of the Articles of War, as well as of the forms 
of procedure before general courts-martial, prepared by 
the Judge Advocate General of the Army, is before 
Congress for its consideration and action? If not, it 
would be better if he wére to inform himself upon his 
subject before writing thereon. If his knowledge of his 
subject dves extend to these facts, his article would gain 
in candor and common honesty by a reference thereto. 

“T have served in connection with many general courts- 
martial—as a member, as judge advocate and as counsel 
for the accused. I assert without hesitation that in no 
case is the defense estopped by any rule or regulation 
whatsoever from presenting to the court any evidence 
touching even colaterally upon the case on trial; and 
if no evidence is presented for the defense Mr. Post may 
rest assured that it is because no such evidence exists. 
Inexperienced young officers are occasionally detailed 
as counsel for the accused because no other officer is 
available for that duty. Should the inexperience of 
counsel prove a detriment to the accused I have known 
of very many instances where the judge advocate and 
the court itself have supplied the deficiency. In this 
connection I may state that a decision of the Judge 
Advocate General (which has the force of law until 
overruled) says: “The assistance of counsel, while not 
a right at law, is so well established by precedent that 
the refusal of counsel would be a serious error, almost 
sufficient to invalidate the proceedings.’ Is Mr. Post 
also unaware of that ruling? 

“(b) I have served in the Army for nearly twenty- 
eight years, in every grade to include my present rank, 
except that of corporal. In all that experience I have 
never known of a case where the man who honestly did 
his best to render value received for the stipend paid 
him by the people of the country had any just cause of 
complaint on account of neglect or arrogance on the part 
of his officers. It occasionally happens that young 
gentlemen but recently commissioned imagine themselves 
of considerably more importance than they really are, 
with a consequent assumption of unjustified rights and 
prerogatives. I can assure Mr. Post that such a mental 
atmosphere is not encouraged by older officers of more 
experience, and normal conditions in that regard are 
very soon brought about. In my own case, if I may 
speak personally, the greatest assistance was rendered 
me in preparing for the examination for the commission 
which I later secured by the then second lieutenant of 
my company (a graduate of West Point)—assistance 
which I have gladly passed along to others imbued by 
the same ambition. 

“(ce) The statement is made that an Army handbill 
is ‘an absolute and deliberate misrepresentation’ in the 
statement that special inducements are offered men of 
certain trades and handicrafts. If Mr. Post will take 
the trouble to compare the rates of pay given men who 
possess the requisite knowledge and skill to exercise any 
of these specified trades with the pay of soldiers not 
skilled in such work he will observe that while there 
undoubtedly is an ‘absolute and deliberate misrepresenta- 
tion,’ it is not chargeable either to the Army or its 
handbill, but to himself. 

“‘(d) The subject of desertions is undoubtedly a vexed 
one. Perhaps Mr. Post is unaware that a note of each 
desertion is made upon the efficiency record of each 
officer under whose command a desertion occurs, and 
that in case the desertions from his command are 
numerous he is called upon to make explanation thereof. 
In spite of effort to determine the causes of desertions 
in my company I was unable to ascertain anything 
which might reasonably be assigned as a sufficient cause 
therefor. The real reason in the vast majority of cases, 
in my opinion, is that neither the soldier nor the civilian 
populaticn regard the contract of enlistment as anything 
more than a mere agreement revocable at the will of 
either party, entirely omitting consideration of the fact 
that it is made under the sanctity of an oath. Before 
the restless tendencies of young men such an agreement, 
viewed in that light, is no hindrance. 

“T am well aware that any testimony which I might 
bear is necessarily suspect to the clientele to which Mr. 
Post’s article will appeal, and that the propaganda of 
pacifism now so much in vogue, of which this article 
is a development, will necessarily reach its fruition in 
a comparatively short time. Supported as it is by 
unlimited means; appealing to the side of human nature 
which yearns for the softer delights of peace, it must 
be more popular with a world of material development 
than would be a cultivation of those rugged virtues of 
our forefathers which made the existence, preservation 
and growth of our Republic possible. The Army has no 
enormous fund at its disposal from the income of which 
clever writers and artists can be hired in its defense 
as they are for its defamation. It has only its record 
of service to the Republic—in the main honest and 
faithful service—upon which to found its claim to fair 
treatment and honest criticism. It may be but a few 
years before the propaganda of peace (at any price) 
will have relegated all wars, causes of quarrel, and 
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consequently armies, to the limbo of the past. But 
during those few years we have a right to (at least) 
hope that criticism directed against us who wear the 
uniform will be honest and fair, and not ‘absolute and 
deliberate misrepresentation.’ Surely the great cause of 
peace has no need of such a campaign.” 


To THe EpITOoR OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 
Charles Johnson Post, the “agitator,” still continues 
to down the Army in the Harper’s Weekly, a periodical 
that had been respected by the Army before these articles 
were published. Who is he and what does he know about 
the Service? Has he ever served in the Army before? 
No doubt he has come in contact with men who have 
been dishonorably discharged, who also told him their 
troubles and how they were given a “raw deal.” Mr. 


Post never investigated any of the cases he has men- 
tioned, but, like all “agitators,” is looking for a notorious 
reputation. Should he be forced to make an explanation 
in regard to these cases he’d be like a chicken running 
around with its head cut off. What does Mr. Post know 
about these courts-martial? Any soldier can tell you 
that a court-martial is held behind closed doors and that 
no civilians or anyone not implicated in the case is 
allowed to be present. ‘The soldier on trial is repre- 
sented by an officer appointed to defend him, and he is 
given the same chance as if being defended by a lawyer 
in a civil court. 

What chance has the well behaved soldier with such 
men as Mr. Post loose! What does the public think 
of the Army after reading such published articles! 
Surely any person within reason will not put any “stock” 
in Mr. Post’s false reports; but there are a good many 
like Mr. Post who are easily led to believe such things, 
and they are a detriment to the community. Mr. Post 
has mentioned several court-martial cases of where 
soldiers have been dishonorably discharged for back talk 
to N.C.O’s, striking N.C.O.’s, disobedience of orders, 
drunk on duty, ete., but Mr. Post doesn’t mention how 
many times these men have been before their company 
commander previous to their being tried, or how many 
previous convictions these men have had against them. 
Don’t let Mr. Post lead you! He is a faker.

THE QUESTION OF CIVILIAN AUTHORITY. 


From the U.S. Sailors’ Home at Philadelphia, Pa., 
three old sailors who sign themselves “John Kenderton, 
fifty years’ service; James Smith, forty years’ service ; 
Dan’l O’Brian, forty-two yeays’ service’—write that 
recent reference to the question whether a civilian can be 
given command over enlisted men in the Army and Navy 
“has raised quite a commotion among a lot of the old 
sailors and marines in the home. And they all say ‘No!’ 
So a committee was formed to make a research and find 
the law, if any, that permits it. The report of the 


committee was to the effect that none could be found. 
Yet we know that it is being done. ‘Take, for instance, 
many of the Navy tugboats at navy yards; they are 
manned by enlisted men and captained by a civilian 
employee of the Department of Yards and Docks, who 
is on the payroll as yard pilot or assistant to the same.” 

The committee rendered a report quoting the following: 

‘‘e * * and: that I will obey the orders of the President 
of the United States, and orders of all officers appointed over 
me.’’ (Extract from enlistment contract of a U.S. soldier.) 

‘‘* * * and is to obey the orders and directions which 
he shall receive from his superiors in rank.’’ (Extract from 
enlistment contract of a U.S. soldier.) 

‘tk * * Or disobeys the lawful orders of his superior 
officer.’’ (Extract from articles for the government of the 
U.S. Navy.) 

‘te * * and he is to obey the orders and directions which 
he shall receive from the President of the United States, or 
his superior officer.’’ (Extract from a naval officer’s warrant.) 

‘‘* * * and he is to observe and follow such orders and 
directions from time to time as he shall receive from me; or 
the future President of the United States, or his superior 
officer.’’ (Extract from a naval officer’s commission.) 

“The object of taking the extracts from an officer’s 
warrant and commission,” continue our correspondents, 
“is to show the similarity of the obligations of the officer 
and enlisted man. Yet who ever heard of a civilian 
being given command over Army or Navy officers? The 
whole thing hinges on the words, ‘President of the 
United States,’ ‘Superior officer’ and ‘Superior in rank.’ ” 

“First: The President of the United States is the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy, so he is O.K. 
Second, as to a civilian being placed over enlisted men 
of the Army or Navy; he being not an officer in the 
Army or Navy, how can he be their superior officer? 
How ean he be their superior in rank?’ 
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NATIONAL GUARD BANQUET AT SEATTLE. 


The National Guard of the state of Washington held 
a reuni?n and banquet at the Seattle Armory on Feb. 23. 
Brig. Gen. Fred Llewllyn was toastmaster, and the 
speakers were: Col. William M. Inglis, Hon. I. M. 
Howell, Senator Josiah Collins, Prof. E. S. Meany, Mr. 
W. A. Peters, Judge R. B. Albertson, Mr. William D. 
Downey, U.S.W.V., Col. William E. McClure and Capt. 
A. P..S. Hyde, C.A.C., U.S.A. Captain Hyde answered 
to the toast of “The Army,” and said, in part: 


“Time was when the National Guard did not know 
the Army. They looked upon its members as lazy, 
shiftless men, unwilling to work for their living, and 
whose chief duty was to draw their pay and then spend 
it in drinking and gambling. Time was when the Army 
did not know the National Guard. They looked upon 
the Militiamen as enthusiastic but self-sufficient amateurs, 
unwilling to receive advice and instruction. Now all 
this is changed. The Guardsman has come to know the 
professional soldier and has found him to be an earnest, 
hardworking man, keenly alive to the needs of national 
defense, and taking up the work of preparing for it as 
a life’s career. The Regular has come to recognize in 
the Guardsman an amateur in the finest sense of that 
word, and one who is constantly striving to increase 
his knowledge of the science and art of war, and to 
make himself the best possible soldier he is capable of 
becoming. In a word, this mutual understanding of one 
another has brought about the feeling that Regular and 
Guardsman are in very truth brothers in arms. 

“A little more than a hundred years ago, at Queenston 
Heights, in eastern Canada, a British battery on a 
commanding eminence was pouring in a murderous fire 





upon the American lines. The American general, point- 
ing it out to the colonel of a Regular regiment, said, 
‘Can you silence that battery? The reply, so charac- 
teristic of the Regular soldier, was, ‘I’ll try, sir.’ The 
regiment stormed the heights and captured the battery, 
and to-day the colonel’s reply, ‘I’ll try, sir,’ emblazoned 
on the crest of that regiment, is a fitting motto and 
inspiration to the performance of whatever duty may 
lie before it. 

“The Army has no press agents. It seeks not its own 
glory, but is prompted by a keen sense of duty, and 
never hesitates to undertake any task that falls to its 
lot, however hazardous, however difficult, in the spirit 
of ‘Tl try, sir’ The motto of the great Military 
Academy at West Point, ‘Duty, Honor, Country,’ is in 
very truth the guiding motive of the Regular Service. 
Duty first, honor second, and our country at all times.” 
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LINE CLASS SMOKBR AT LEAVENWORTH. 


On the evening of Feb. 20, at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., 
the Line Class entertained the Field Officers’ Class with 
the officers and instructors, the Staff Class, Signal Class, 
officers of the post and the U.S. Military Prison as 
guests. The evening opened with an address of welcome 
by Major LaR. S. Upton, president of the Line Class, 
and a response on behalf of the Field Officers’ Class by 
Col. Joseph P. O’Neil. Col. W. P. Burnham, Com- 
mandant of the Schools, and Major W. A. Holbrook, 
head of the Military Art Department, were called upon 
for speeches, and they responded with brief remarks 
befitting the occasion. Capt. W. S. Grant, of the Line 
Class, acted as toastmaster. Several skits were enacted 
by members of the Line Class for the amusement of 
the guests of the evening, Major Upton, Capt. H. L. 
Landers and Lieut. P. H. Clark taking the principal 
parts. <A buffét supper was served, and the evening 


proved to be one that will always be remembered 
pleasantly by those present. 

A skit enacted by two members of the Line Class, 
one of whom was supposed to represent a member of 
the Field Officers’ Class making a confession as to his 
reason for taking the course at Fort Leavenworth, and 
also his explanation and illustration of some of the 
principles of strategy and tactics that he had learned 
at the school.

Q. Have the officers stationed there recently taken any 
interest in education? 

m... They seem to have an unquenchable thirst for knowl- 
edge. 

Q. Can you explain this? 

A. I believe it is the climate. 

Q. Then you noticed a great revival of interest in learning? 

A. It was little short of wonderful. All were thirsting 
for knowledge and it mattered little where it was to be ob- 
tained. The main idea was to get away and get the knowl- 
edge no matter where located. 

m Q. Where did you get your last knowledge before coming 
ere 
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. At the Mounted Service School at Fort Riley. 

. And before that? 

At the School of Fire at Fort Sill. 

Where do you expect to go from here? 

To the School for Cooks and Bakers at Washington, D.C. 
You don’t want to learn to cook, do you? 

No, but I want to go to Washington. 

If you go there will you continue to belong to the 
abao? 

. I never heard of them, who are they? 

. When did you forget them? 

. Right after their dinner. 

. Why do they call your class the get rich quicks? 

. Because we are getting something for nothing. 

. How did you come out on your history examination? 

. I went on sick report. 

. Have you a pull, Colonel? 

Must I really answer that? 

. Yes, according to your oath. 

. Then I’ll admit that I have a little bit. 

. Did you use your pull to come here? 

. No, indeed, I would not do such a thing; it might go on 
record. 

. Didn’t you use the least bit at all? 

A. Not in the least. 

Q. Is that the whole truth? 

A. Nearly the whole. I’m keeping back some for an 
emergency. You are getting too warm. 

Q. Don’t you want to make a clean breast of it? 

A. Well, yes, I might as well. The fact is, I used all my 
own pull besides my wife’s, my mother-in-law’s, my uncle’s 
and every other one I could get my hands on. Believe me, 
Kiddo, I needed them all to get away from Texas City. IL 
seemed to be glued to that spot, and now that I am pried 
loose, take it from me, Harold, it will require a combat 
train to haul me back there. I certainly feel a whole lot 
better now I have that off my system. Maybe you don’t be- 
lieve that I have learned something since coming here; well, 
I have my last map problem with me and I will read it to 
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you. ? 
: Q. All right; there is a map here and I will stake it out 


so the audience can follow and maybe they can make some 
valuable comments. 

A. General situation. The reds and the blues are at war 
on the eastern edge of the map. The reds have been gradu- 
ally pushed back by the blues, who are good pushers. Spe- 
cial situation.

At the same time sounds of firing are heard at all these 
places. Required General A’s plans with brief reasons there- 
fore and his orders just as given. First requirement. His 
plans. General A plans to finish his breakfast. His reasons 
are that he is hungry and also it may be his last one. I hope 
80 any way. 

Q. Does he give any orders at this time? 

A. Yes, he orders a small steak and some waffles. 

Q. I don’t mean that kind of orders. Does he give any 
other military order now? 

A. No, it is too early to form a definite decision at this 
time and besides more information may come in before break- 
fast is finished. After breakfast General A decides to attack 
at once with one regiment enveloping the enemy’s right at 
New Oxford; to make a turning movement with one half of 
his cavalry on Heidlersburg; then with his Militia to con- 
tain the enemy at Arendtsville, while he destroys him in de- 
tail at McKnightstown with his engineers. Parking his 
trains near Emmitsburg, he would feint on their left with his 
combat trains while he attacked in force at Taneytown. The 
enemy thinking this the real attack would rush his force 
there, which would enable General A to move on to Littles- 
town unopposed, and he could take it and return to Gettys- 
burg that night in time for the moving pictures and with the 
——, of knowing that he had done a damned good day’s 
work, 

Q. That seems very good, Colonel; ‘but haven’t you con- 
centrated your troops rather more than safety requires?

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DINNER TO SURG. GEN. STANTON, OF ILLINOIS. 


Brig. Gen. S. C. Stanton, Surgeon General, Illinois 
N.G., retired, was given a _ testimonial banquet in 
Chicago, Ill., Feb. 25, by officers of the Medical Corps 
of the Guard. General Stanton, as has been reported 
in our columns some time ago, was retired under 
Circular No. 8, Div. of Mil. Affairs, War Dept., in 
accordance with which Illinois ceases to record its land 
forces as a division. 

Brig. Gen. Frank S. Dickson, The Adjutant General 


and Chief of Staff of Illinois; Colonels Shand and Tripp, 
Assistant Adjutants General, and other officers appeared 
in full dress uniform to honor General Stanton, who for 
over twenty years has been an efficient officer in the 
Medical Department. 

Major Daniel W. Rogers presided as toastmaster, and 
introduced the guest of honor as one who, like himself, 
had begun their military careers as privates in the In- 
fantry. As a medical officer General Stanton passed 
every grade from first lieutenant to colonel, except lieu- 
tenant colonel. 

General Dickson made the principal address. Sketch- 
ing the evolution of the Medical Corps of all military 
services from modest individual humanitarian service 
to the development of its present status as a great 
sanitary organization without which no battles can be 
fought successfully, he credited General Stanton with 
much of the progress attained by the Medical Department 
of the state. On conclusion of his eloquent tribute to 
the guest of honor he presented him on behalf of his 
fellow officers with a gold Swiss repeater chronometer, 
suitably decorated and inscribed. 

Lieut. Col. Jacob Frank, the new Surgeon General, 
spoke of the dignity of attaining the rank of brigadier 
general as a fitting conclusion of long years of service, 
and expressed the desire to emulate the examples of his 
predecessors and continue to maintain the corps in the 
high state of efficiency in which he found it on assuming 
its command. 

Next Colonels Shand and Tripp spoke of their keen 
appreciation of the guest as an executive officer, as a 
comrade and as man. Bvt. Brig. Gen. P. J. H. Farrell, 
commander of the Army of the Philippines, expressed 
the idea that military organizations, more than any 
others, cement fellow officers to lifelong friendships, and 
that the guest of honor, whom he has known for many 
years, had the key to the secret to develop a strong 
esprit de corps. 

Lieut. Comdr. David S. Hillis, Surgeon, Til.N.R., said 
that in the past naval medical officers of the state were 
looked upon by National Guard officers as outsiders, but 
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that under General Stanton’s régime all were united 
into one homogeneous service and a camraderie developed 
which benefited all concerned morally, professionally and 
ethically. 

Capt. Gustavus M. Blech spoke of General Stanton 
as a loyal and patriotic soldier who knew only duty. He 
cited his pleasant relations with him when encouraged 
to muster into the Service a field hospital and the 
enthusiasm he knew to arouse in the breasts of the en- 
listed personnel by precept and example, to say nothing 
of the medical officers. An enemy of all who discourage 
preparations for military defense because of modern 
effeminate tendencies, his worship was never at the altar 
of Mammon, but of pure patriotism. Illinois is proud 
of such men. 

The toastmaster concluded with the hope that General 
Stanton will not cease continued active interest in the 
medical services of our military forces.

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HARSHNESS NOT CAUSE OF DISCONTENT. 
Honolulu, H.T., Feb. 12, 1914. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL; 

Some of us old .timers away over here were much 
surprised to see in press reports that the Chief of Staff 
was admonishing line officers to cut out their harshness 
toward enlisted men, and intimating that much of the 
desertion and discontent among the men was due to this 
harsh treatment. This is an error. In all my service 
I have yet to see a company which did not swear by 
its officers. Of course I presume there have been excep- 
tions to this, but I have never seen one. 

The things that make us discontented are the horse- 
play and useless things done by the “higher ups.” I 
mean the things that we don’t understand and that seem 
to serve no good purpose. Did you ever see a soldier 
buck when there was trouble? Did you ever see him 
shirk when performing useful work? If you did, you 
will find that that man was no good as a soldier. Take 
Texas City! Do you think the wails would come from 
there if the men knew why they were there? Or if it 
was unwise to tell them, do you think they would weep 
and wail to be heard over here if they got anything like 
what was coming to them in the way of shelter, ete.? 
Not much; I know them too well. ~ 

The things that make us discontented are the foolish 
things like fairs, street parades and reviews for every 
Tom, Dick and Harry who doesn’t give a rap for us, 
but cannot decline the honor without some awkwardness. 
We are not so foolish that we cannot see that very often 
these things are pulled off by some ambitious colonel 
to build up a “pull” for himself. Take the cases of 
some of our generals. Were they not made by Boards 
of Trade or Chambers of Commerce or by some other 
cultivated pull? We guess yes. Here -next week the 
troops ircm Schofield Barracks have to march fifty miles 
into Honolulu and out to take part in a floral parade 
that is being run by an incorporated company! It takes 
two days to march down and two back, and did anyone 
stop to figure the hole this will make in the poor soldier's 
already depleted clothing account? The only part worth 
seeing is the parade, and we're in that and cannot see 
it. They do not enjoy the march down and back with 
their heavy packs and short transportation, the poor 
camps, hard beds and centipedes. 
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WHAT ENLISTED MEN WOULD LIKE. 
To Tne Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The cause of discontent among the enlisted men of 
the Army seems to be somewhat of a mystery to all 
but the enlisted men themselves. In this connection the 
following is suggested: 

Remove stagnation in promotion by creating a warrant 
officer’s rank for enlisted men to look forward to. Retire 
men with twenty-five years of honorable service, thereby 
increasing their average life after retirement from two 
to seven years (more or less). Don't follow the line of 
least resistance (the enlisted man) when economy hovers 
in our Congressional chambers. : : 

Give them an enlistment period of three years, with 
privilege of being discharged at the end of one year’s 
service in their first enlistment. Restore the Army 
canteen with light wines and beers, thereby preventing 
in majority of cases drinking poisonous whiskey in 
nearby dives. Pay at least twice a month, and put the 
loan sharper out of business, and the discontent among 
the enlisted men of the Army will soon spell content for 
them in great big box car letters. 

ORDNANCE SERGEANT, U.S.A. 
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A DOMESTIC VIEW OF THE TEXAS CAMP. 
Texas City, Texas, Feb. 18, 1914. 
To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Snough has been written in respect to the dissatis- 
faction of troops in Texas City to make more unneces- 
sary. We who have followed the fortunes of our 
husbands for the last two years from border patrol to 
Texas City have stood unnecessary hardships, but I 
notice cne hears little about it. 

Some of us are paying storage on household goods, 
not knowing where we are to go next nor when, and 
not daring to bring them to Texas City for fear our 
regiment may be moved at any time. : 

The moths are playing havoc with our husbands 
clothing and blankets left behind in quarters, which will 
mean another plunge into our pocketbooks when the 
regiment again takes up garrison duty. 

I note someone refers to the fact that other towns 
wishing troops stationed there contributes to the dissatis- 
faction of troops here in Texas City. , 

What's the use of complaining? Washington doesn’t 
seem to care a hang about the men who have been under 
canvas Gown here for two years and more, meanwhile 
digging into their own pockets for some of the comforts 
of life. f : 

Some of us have never lived where as little respect 
is shown for United States soldiers as in Texas. It 
makes my blood boil to have people tell me they have 
no use for soldiers, then rceb them right and left, as 
they do here. Why are the men compelled to pay twenty- 
five cents for a hot bath in camp? The only facilities 
for bathing in some organizations is by way of a bucket. 
Recruits who come here are unable to get a decent bath 
until their pay day comes. There were times last 
summer when men, returning from an all day maneuver 





dripping with perspiration and caked with dust, could 
not even get enough water to wash their soiled clothing, 
much less their faces. True, such conditions only lasted 
for a day at a time, but it put the men in an unpleasant 
mood, as I very well know. 

Why spend $15,000 for sewers in camp when the 
soldiers built streets for Texas City for nothing, and 
are compelled to pay for electric lights, baths and to 
dig into their own pockets to floor their tents long before 
Uncle Sam even thought of such a thing? Even the 
pleasure of sea bathing has been removed from camp by 
the emptying of sewage into the bay. Oh, what’s the 
use! 

A DAUGHTER OF THE REVOLUTION. 
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NO FINGER RECORDS FOR SOLDIERS. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
In a Detroit court, on Jan. 10, 1914, an expert declared 
that “a difference of one-eighth of an inch in the laying 
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on of the fingers made an entirely different impression” ; 
and “judgment was awarded against the bank,” which, 
relying upon the infallibility of the finger record, had 
brought the action. This I have always suspected would 


be the final conclusion. The statement appearing in an 
article on the detection of convicts brings up my old 
sense of indignant wonder why soldiers must, in order 
to enter the honorable service of the Government, be sub- 
jected to a process which at once connects them, by 
association of ideas, and too generally in public estima- 
tion, with criminals. 

It may interest you to know that I know Mr. Borland 
very well, and your characterization of him was quite 
correct. He is like many people who do not seem to 
think it at all necessary to give any careful study to 
subjects relating to military life, even when making the 
broadest public statements. Yet, if Mr. Borland were 
talking about highways he would be thoroughly in- 
formed, and by no means commit himself unless he was 
sure of being able to substantiate his statements. ; 

I wonder why that which relates to life itself is 
deemed of so’ much less importance than that which 
relates merely to living more comfortably? I met a 
number of W.C.T.U. ladies, and had occasion to state 
correctly something misquoted. One of the ladies men- 
tioned a great many most singular “facts,” and, turning 
to me, said, “It has been proven beyond doubt” that 
things were as her “facts” set forth. She had been given 
to understand that a measure of alcoholic drink _was 
furnished as part of the ration, among other things. 
But this much was plain, that the ladies were more 
willing to consider, and to know why this measure had 
been opposed, than I have ever seen them before, and 
they certainly made no verbal opposition to my state- 
ment that if they wished to be of any practical service 
they would have to find out what a soldier’s life really 
was, and meet the case as he found it, rather than feel 
that his actual experiences were not worth taking into 
the reckoning; and that the case was covered by denun- 
ciation of the officers.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS.

Questions are nswered as soon as possible, but no 
particular time can be given for replies. We do not answer 
questions by mail. 

E. A. R.—Regarding parole of prisoner under the law re- 
ferred to in your query, let application be made through the 
channel. 

H. S. asks: A general prisoner’s father dies while he is in 
confinement. (1) Can he be allowed to go home to the funeral? 
(2) Can he get clemency and be discharged if his mother 
has no other means of support than he? Answer: (1) This 
is a matter for the C.O. to decide; to grant such request, 
under proper restrictions, would not be unusual. (2) Applica- 
tion may be made for a pardon and discharge, request going 
through the channel, together with record of prisoner before 
and since confinement. 

M. S. asks: (1) If there is an increase in the number of 
companies of Philippine Scouts what qualifications must a 
person have to be appointed a second lieutenant? (2) Must 
he be enlisted at the time of appointment, with the rank of 
sergeant, or would prior service with an excellent discharge 
as sergeant be sufficient for an appointment if he passed all 
other requirements?! Answer: (1) Full information is con- 
tained in a circular obtainable on request from the War De- 
partment. (2) Requirements as to age and the scope of ex- 
amination are the same for those in the Service and for 
civilians, under which latter heading you, as an ex-Service 
man, would come. 

P. H. W.—The Chief, Q.M. Corps, reported as on hand 
June 30, 1913, twenty-three automobiles and twenty-five 
motor trucks. As to your prospects of early appointment as 
sergeant-chauffeur, apply through the channel. 

.N. S. T.—Results of Q.M. sergeant examinations of Feb. 2, 
1914, have not been given out. 





O. W. H.—A.R. 1345 gives full information as to sharp- 
shooters’ pay. 
Cc. J. B.—During the engagement of Santiago de Cuba in 





July, 1898, Sampson was a captain in the U.S. Navy, but had 
the rank of rear admiral by virtue of his command of the 
Atlantic Fleet; for that reason he ranked Commodore Schley, 
who commanded a squadron of Sampson’s fleet. 

T. B. H.—It is not possible to comply with your request to 
give the names of the survivors of Co. C, 9th Infantry, when 
that company was massacred at Balangiga, Samar, Sept. 28, 
1901, and tell how many of those survivors are now in the 
Service. Regarding particular members of that company, 
make your request to The A.G., giving reasons for seeking the 
information. 

H. H.—G.O. 63, 1913, contained new regulations regarding 
reports of enlisted men. Your other question should be sent 
through the channel. 

E. A. S.—The China Campaign badge for the Navy is is- 
sued under S.O. 82, War D., 1908. You appear to be en- 
titled as a former sailor on the U.S.S. Newark at the time. 
Regarding transportation for dishonorably discharged soldiers, 
this is payable only in case the confinement has been for more 
than six months. See Army Bill of March 2, 1913, ‘‘Trans- 
portation of Army.’’ 

L. W. R.—You will find in another column the complete 
list of vacancies for the Naval Academy. 

FRANK O'CONNOR, enlisted man, supposed to be at Texas 
City, ‘‘take your pen in hand and write’’ to your Aunt 
Margaret Shea, at 216 Chestnut street, Lawrence, Mass., who 
has not heard from you for eight months. 

H. M. V. asks: If a man re-enlists on his sixth or seventh 
enlistment must be on the expiration of his fourth year re- 
enlist in the same organization, or can he re-enlist in any 
other regiment without passing through the Reserves? An- 
swer: As regulations do not say his re-enlistment must be in 
the same organization, he may request re-enlistment in an- 
other branch, and if there are vacancies no doubt his wishes 
will be met. : 

PUZZLED asks: I am twenty-one years old and I enlisted 
in the Army a year ago for the purpose of getting a com- 
mission. I graduated near the head of my class from one of 
the best technical schools of this country, and, from what I 
have been able to learn of the examinations for a commission, 
I anticipate no trouble in passing them. I shall have com- 


pleted two years’ service in January, 1915, and should obtain 
my commission in that year. 


I have just received an offer 





from the Representative of my Congressional District to ap- 
point me to the Military Academy next June. Under G.O, 3 
War D., 1914, I could enter the Academy without a mental 
examination. I am strongly tempted to accept this offer, but 
I have been advised against it for the reason that I would 
thereby lose three years of promotion in the Army without 
any material gain. What would you advise me to do? An- 
swer: Recent indications are that there will be few vacancies 
to be filled by enlisted men or civilians this year, except in 
the Corps of Engineers, and for that reason, if for none other 
an appointment to West Point should be accepted. F 

JACK BUZARD.—Who knows where he is? Write to his 
mother, Mrs. Eliza E. Buzard, Knoxville, Iowa. Jack (John 
W.) enlisted in Co. A, 23d Inf., 1898, and went to Philip- 
pines for three years, served later in 3d and 27th Inf., and 
was discharged a sergeant at Fort Sheridan, April 17, 1905. 
Latest advices are from a man who says he served with Jack 
in Co. H, 8th Inf., in November, 1908, at Monterey, Cal. He 
is five feet ten or eleven, well built, has real dark hair, black 
eyes, slight dimple in chin, scar over left eye and one on 
nose toward end on left side. 

C. B. A—The article you refer to on the use of single 
rank in the U.S. Cavalry, an article dealing with the Maine 
Cavalry regiments, appeared on page 780, Feb. 21. 

C. L. M. asks: If an enlisted man gets permission from 
the Secretary of War to take a Civil Service examination and 
if he passes and gets appointment would he get discharge by 
favor, or would he have to purchase? Answer: Under ordi- 
nary circumstances he would be discharged for convenience 
of Government, without expense. 

G. G. S.—In the Q.M. Corps watchmen are rated as pri- 
vates. See G.O. 40, 1912. " ais 

J. E. L. asks: Enlisted Nov. 25, 1910; discharged Nov. 24, 
1913; re-enlisted Nov. 25, 1918. Do I have to serve four 
years with the colors and then be put on the reserve, or can 
I apply to be ‘‘furloughed’’ to the reserve at the conclusion 
of my present enlistment; if so how shall I go about this? 
Answer: You evidently wish to furlough at end of three 
years instead of four. This is allowed under the law, as 
found in the Army Appropriation Act of Aug. 24, 1912. Ap- 
ply through the channel as there directed. 

F. C. R. asks: A man put in three years’ faithful service, 
all in time of war, 1898-1901; good record and good dis- 
charge. Two years later re-enlisted and in first year de- 
serted. Is there any way he can have charge of desertion 
removed, in consideration of previous good record? Answer: 
Let him surrender to military authority and apply for a de- 
serter’s release. 

F. We'd. asks: I served in Cuba, Philippine Islands and 
China campaigns. Am I entitled to service medals; if so which 
department shall I apply to? Answer: If you are in the 
gs or National Guard apply to The Adjutant General at 
Washington, D.C., as directed in G.O. 129, 1908. If you are 
not in the Service you may apply for permission to purchase 
the badges. Give your record to The A.G. when you write. 

J. C. L. asks: When did the U.S.A.T. Columbia leave San 
Francisco in 1899 with the 34th U.S. Volunteers, and what 
was the date of arrival at Manila?) Answer: The 34th Volun- 
teer Infantry was organized at Fort Logan, Colo., and re- 
cruited from the states of Minnesota, North and South Da- 
kota, Wyoming, Colorado, Utah and the territories of Arizona 
and New Mexico. Left Fort Logan Aug. 29, 1899, and ar- 
rived at San Francisco Sept. 3; part of the regiment em- 
barked on the transport Columbia Sept. 8, arriving at Manila 
Oct. 11; the remainder of the organization embarked on the 
transport Belgian King Sept. 16, and arrived at Manila Oct. 
14, 1899. 

F. H. asks: (1) How many chaplains of each denomination 
are there in the Army, in the Navy, on the active list, and 
also on the retired list? (2) Has President Wilson appointed 
any chaplains to the Army or Navy during his term of office, 
and of what denominations were they? Answer: Of the sixty- 
three chaplains on the active list of the Army fourteen are 
Roman Catholics, while the Protestant denominations are rep- 
resented as follows: Protestant Episcopal, 14; Methodist 
Episcopal, 7; Presbyterian, 7; Baptist, 5; Congregational, 4; 
M.E. South, 3; Dutch Reformed, 2; Unitarian, Christian and 
Lutheran, each 1; African M.E. and colored Baptist, each 2. 
There are twenty-seven chaplains retired, U.S.A. In the 
Navy there are twenty-three chaplains on the active list and 
one retired. Six of the Navy chaplains are Roman Catholics. 
(2) President Wilson has appointed the following Army chap- 
lains: William R. Arnold (R.C.), April 8, 1913; Alexander 
D. Sutherland (Pres.), Oct. 28, 1913; John E. Rockford 
(R.C.), Dee. 3, 1913; H. re Silver (P.E.), Sept. 1, 1913. 

P. O. K. asks: Is a man liable to be tried who enlisted in 
November, 1908, and deserted in same month and has been 
living in the United States four years since then, or would 
he be entitled to a pardon on surrendering himself? Answer: 
He was liable for two years after termination of enlistment; 
that would mean until November, 1913. Let the man sur- 
render and apply for a deserter’s release in accordance with 
Army Regulations. 

LIGHT ARTILLERY asks where to get particulars in refer- 
ence to making application for appointment as patrolman in 
the city of Washington, D.C. Answer: Apply to the District 
Commissioner, Washington, D.C.

1911.

CAVALRY asks: How does a mounted man, standing to 
horse, salute, if he salutes at all? Answer: He ordinarily 
does not salute at all. If a single trooper be considered and 
the situation taken where he reports to an officer, there seems 
to be no occasion for the trooper to salute until he departs. 
The standing to horse in front of the officer is considered as 
being sufficient as well as an indication that he desired to 
report officially. 

J. E. B. asks: (1) Battalion passing in review, should the 
first sergeant, unarmed, execute the right hand salute or 
merely turn head and eyes to the right as he passes the re- 
viewing officer? Answer: No. He does not salute with his 
right hand unless he commands a subdivision. See Par. 725, 
ninth sSecetion, as amended by Change No. 6. (2) *Company 
marching in column of squads can the command ‘‘Close in 
mass, first company squads left (right)’’ be given, as in old 
Drill Regulations? Answer: No. See Sec. 3, Par. 283. In 
order to form up, as you suggest, you would havwe to form 
your companies in line to the left after having formed close 
line from column of squads. *It is presumed that battalion 
was intended intsead of company. 

A. H. Hi. writes: At the close of each year at the University 
of Illinois we have a competitive drill for the purpose of de- 
termining the best drilled cadet in our regiment, and just 
before this time there are invariably some differences of 
opinion with regard to certain technicalities in executing the 
Manual of Arms. In the competitive drill the drilling officer 
will command that the Manual of Arms be executed ‘‘with 
the numbers.’’ What commands can he then give which 
will ‘‘break the numbers’’ without his giving the specific 
command ‘‘without the numbers?’’ The point that is usually 
argued is that ‘‘Parade rest’’ breaks the numbers. Does it, 
or does it not? Answer: The command ‘‘without the num- 
bers’’ may be given; also commands for movements other 
than those in the Manual of Arms (Par. 76, I.D.R). ‘‘Pa- 
rade rest’’ forms part of the Manual of Arms and therefore 
the taking of this position does not ‘‘break the numbers.’’ 
‘‘Right face’’ or the ‘‘back step,’’ if ordered, would accom- 
plish the purpose. 

J. F. B. asks: The company being in line, double rank 
formation, the command ‘‘Right face’’ is given: (1) When 
so faced is the formation a column of twos or is it a double 
column of files, or a column of files? (2) Is it proper, after 
facing the men to the right, to give the command ‘‘Forward 
march,’’ and then the command ‘‘Column right?’’ One econ- 
tention is that this last command cannot be given at all 
because the space between the center of each set of twos 
would be forty inches; that is, the men are not touching 
elbows, and they cannot properly march with the interval of 
forty inches between them. Of course, the men might be so 
marched for a short distance, but only for a short distance. 
Answer: (1) It is a double column of files. (2) The column 
thus formed may be marched a short distance and a change 
of direction executed. There is no good reason why this last 
command could not be carried out. 
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MANEUVERS AND INSTRUCTION CAMPS. 


There will probably be only two large maneuvers in 
the program for the Organized Militia for this summer. 
One of them willbe in the vicinity of Washington, D.C., 
and the other at San Francisco. Most of the states will 
hold smaller camps of instruction. There will be more 
regimental camps than any other class. Officers of the 
National Guard are becoming impressed with the idea 
that greater benefits are to be derived from smaller 
camps of instruction than from large joint maneuver 
problems. With the constant change in the personnel 
of the National Guard, it is difficult to find many or- 
ganizations that are not in need of preliminary training 
before participating in large joint maneuvers. This pro- 
gram, which has been practically agreed to, will make 
it possible to send more National Guard Field Artillery 
organizations to Tobyhanna, Pa., for instruction. A 
number of National Guard Cavalry organizations will 
be invited to attend the Cavalry camp of instruction at 
Winchester, Va. If the organizations cannot go to Win- 
chester it is thought, at least, that a number of officers 
ean attend the Winchester camp. In addition to the 
instructor-inspectors on duty with the National Guard, 
it is recommended that an officer be detailed for each 
battalion of Infantry and squadron of Cavalry of Or- 
ganized Militia that participates in the joint camps of 
instruction. Officers should also be detailed for National 
Guard organizations as Engineers, Signal Corps, Field 
Artillery and sanitary troops. : 

Ludington, Mich., has been selected as a site for the 
students’ camp of instruction for the colleges in_ the 
Middle West. The other camps will be located at Bur- 
lington, Vt., Asheville, N.C., and Monterey, Cal. It is 
possible that a fifth camp at Spokane, Wash., may be 
established. Ludington, in a number of respects, is the 
most desirable site that has been found. It is located 
at an ideal summer resort on the west shore of Lake 
Michigan and has excellent hotel accommodations. The 
site has a splendid rifle range and without any extra ex- 
pense an artillery range could be established. Part of 
the ground is covered with heavy timber, which affords 
an excellent opportunity for working out war problems. 
The camps in the Middle West and East will be held 
from July 6 to Aug. 7; those on the Pacific coast from 
June 26 to July 31. 

Students of recognized colleges and universities and 
graduates of high schools and colleges between the ages 
of eighteen and thirty years are eligible to attend the 
camps. All must attend the full period and pay their 
own transportation to and from camps, the cost of their 
Army fare, $17.50, for the five weeks, and the hire of 
the Regular Army uniform equipment that they will 
wear, amounting to about $7. It is expected that more 
than 2,000 young men will attend. A special bulletin 
has been issued at the War Department to inform col- 
lege students of the purposes, opportunities and condi- 
tions of the camps. Capt. R. O. Van Horn, who worked 
out the scheme, tried for the first time last year, has 
been assigned to give his full time to arrangements for 
this year’s camps. Applications for attendance are now 
being received by him at the War Department. 
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During the debate on the Army Appropriation bill 
in the House of Representatives Hon. Charles F. Curry, 
M.C. from California, made an earnest plea on behalf 
of the rehabilitation of Benicia Arsenal. It appears to 
be the policy, Mr. Curry said, to concentrate all reserve 
supplies for use in case of war at five principal points 
or depots, namely, Philadelphia, Jeffersonville, Ind., St. 
Louis, Omaha and San Francisco, which are now storage 
places for the Q.M. Corps. Mr. Curry sought to show 
that the considerations which prompted the storage of 
the supplies at these points do not apply to the Ordnance 
Department, and he read a letter from Col. Rogers 
Birnie, Acting Chief of Ordnance, dated May 17, 1913, 
to show that such a disposition of ordnance supplies does 
not accord with the wishes or the judgment of the 
Ordnance Department of the Army. It would be abso- 
lutely impracticable to remove to the chosen points the 
ordnance plants upon which the Government has ex- 
pended millions. It does not appear that the War 
Department contemplates such a removal, but merely to 
use the depots for the storage of ordnance material. 
But such material is subject to deterioration, and it 
would not, Mr. Curry argued, receive the attention it 
requires, especially powder. Guns and articles of equip- 
ment are subject from time to time to minor changes 
or improvements, and they should be kept where these 
could be readily made. The storage scheme involves 
double handling. It would seem to be unwise to remove 
the ordnance material stored at Frankford Arsenal eight 
or ten miles to Schuylkill Arsenal, the Q.M. establish- 
ment, or that in Benicia Arsenal to Fort Mason. Rock 
Island Arsenal is at a distance from the other concen- 
tration points. 
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The Japanese naval scandals brought to light through 
the alleged relations between a former Japanese naval 
attaché in Berlin and a German contracting firm were 
shown on Feb. 23 to be even more extensive than at 
first thought, as three prominent Japanese contractors 
furnishing supplies to the navy were arrested on the 
charge of bribery. In the House of Representatives 
Mr. Korehiro Kurahara, a Deputy, well known in the 
United States and in Europe, read a letter in which 
high officials of the Japanese government were named 
and which alleged that they had been guilty of amassing 
wealth by means of corruption. At Tokio on March 4 
Commander Suzuki, chief ordnance instructor in the 
Naval College, was cashiered and arrested in regard to 
the naval graft scandal. Disclosures growing out of the 
arrest and prosecution of the representative in Tokio 
of the German electrical firm of Siemens and Schukert 
on a charge of attempted blackmail first called attention 
to the extent of the scandal. On his trial in Berlin 
testimony was adduced showing that the firm had paid 
commissions to a number of high Japanese naval officials 
for obtaining contracts for wireless and other installa- 
tions on Japanese warships. The scandal gave rise to 
several scenes in the Japanese Parliament and at one 
time the fall of the Ministry was expected. A Japanese 
commission is now in Berlin investigating the matter. 
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It has not been decided yet whether those on the 
eligible list of second lieutenants of Philippine Scouts on 
Nov. 1, 1914, will be required to take another exam- 


ination. The indications are that they all will be com- 
missioned before the next examination, and in that event 


the question will not be raised. The War Department 
is divided upon the question. It is insisted by some 
that candidates should be eligible only for a year, or un- 
til the next examination. The present Secretary of War, 
however, has not indicated what will be his policy. 
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In line with the Navy Department’s policy of using 
oil instend of coal for fuel on its latest battleships there 
are being installed in the galleys of the Pennsylvania 
and on battleship No. 39 oil ranges for cooking purposes. 
In ships whose boilers use oil only it would be neces- 
sary to provide a not inconsiderable quantity of coal for 
eooking. ‘To avoid this the Navy has been experimenting 
with both electric and oil ranges, and has finally decided 
that the latter are preferable. In the matter of first 
cost there is a saving by the use of oil for cooking of 
about $8,500 for each ship, and in operation the economy 
is even more marked. When the amount of food con- 
sumed daily on one of our battleships is considered 
the question of economy of operation in the galley 
becomes important. The batch of bread alone baked 
each day for the crew of a modern Dreadnought uses 
about six barrels of flour. The cost of cooking by the 
different methods has been determined to be about as 
follows per day: Electric range, $22.50; coal range, 
$16; oil range, $5.65. When, in addition to the ecoriomy, 
the cleanliness and absence of ashes is considered, the 


- advantages of cooking by oil on a ship which burns only 


oil in its main boilers is readily apparent. 
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The Haitien government troops March 4 took the town 
of Ouanaminthe, some thirty miles to the east of Cape 
Haitien, and captured two of the rebel leaders and a 
large number of their followers. Ouanaminthe was 
taken by the rebels the latter part of February after 


their defeat by the government forces at Cape Haitien. 
The Navy Department is in receipt of a communica- 
tion from Captain Russell, of the U.S.S. South Caro- 
lina, stating that, in company with Commander Bost- 
wick, of the Nashville, he accompanied the United States 
Minister to make an official call on Gen. Orosto Zamor, 
and to formally recognize him as President of Haiti on 
March 3, 1914. The United States Minister and the 
naval: officers were received at the palace with full 
honors. Everything connected with the visit was ex- 
tremely pleasant, with expressions of mutual friendship. 
A national salute was fired from the South Carolina 
with the Haitien flag at the masthead, and the salute 
was returned by one of the Haitien forts. Captain Rus- 
sell reports that prattically all revolutionary activities 
are over and that the Zamor government is in full con- 
trol, with peaceful and normal conditions resumed in 
Port au Prince, and great satisfaction manifested on 
account of the recognition of the new government by the 
United States. 
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Of the bill, S. 3777, “to protect the dignity and honor 
of the uniform of the United States,’ Col. Oliver Grin- 
stead, “Inspector General, Pa. Division, U.B.B.A.,” 
writes: “Please allow me to express through your col- 
umns a protest against this bill. If passed in its pres- 
ent form it would practically disband an organization 
40,000 strong, namely the ‘United Boys’ Brigades of 
America.’ This organization teaches the highest Chris- 
tian citizenship, and to attract_the boys takes the mili- 
tary organizations. The Army Regulations are copied as 
closely as possible. While the majority of the companies 
take up Infantry drill, Artillery, Cavalry, Signal Corps, 
and Hospital Corps are not forgotten. Therefore I think 
the ‘Boys Brigade’ is doing a good work among the boys 
and should be encouraged in it. I think all Army offi- 
cers will agree that military training for boys is highly 
beneficial, and teaches them obedience to constituted au- 
thority and respect for American institutions, something 
sadly lacking in these days. hope to see this bill 
amended to include this organization.” . 
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Comdr. Henry H. Hough, U.S.N., Naval Attaché at 
the American Embassy in Paris, who has been working 
with the French authorities in perfecting wireless com- 
munication between the Hiffel Tower and the government 
station in Arlington, Va., who arrived at New York on 
Feb. 26 on the steamer Olympic, is quoted in the New 
York Tribune as saying that the experiments made by 
both nations had failed to establish with any degree 
of certainty the exaet time required to transmit a sound 
over the 3,500 miles between Arlington and Paris. “We 
received clock ticks from Arlington by wireless,” he 
said, “but we have no means of telling whether the clock 
sending the sounds is right. With favorable atmospheric 
conditions I have sent messages to Arlington from Paris, 
and the instant we stopped sending we have received 
an answer. I am inclined to think the transmission is 
practically instantaneous.” 
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In an endeavor to have the Army and Navy play their 
annual football game in New York regularly in future 
the Merchants Association of that city has adopted 
resolutions asking that New York be chosen as the scene 
of battle and giving reasons. The resolutions are to be 
presented to the Secretary of War and the Secretary 
of the Navy in Washington by S. C. Mead, secretary of 
the assuciation. The resolutions state that New York 
offers favilities for making the event national in character 
and request that the Secretary of War and the Secretary 
of the Navy recommend that the games be played there. 
Among reasons given are that New York offers a written 
guarantee of not less than $12,000 a year to the relief 
societies of both the Army and Navy, a total of $24,000; 
that New York is within easy traveling distance of 
15,000,000 persons; and that accommodations for visitors 
are better there than elsewhere. 
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The two new light draft gunboats for the U.S. Navy 
to be put together at Shanghai, China, will be named 
Monocacy and Palos, in memory of the old vessels which 
served in Asiatic waters for so many years. Sections 
of the hulls and other fittings for the new gunboats have 
been shipped to Shanghai and will be put together under 
the direction of Naval Constr. L. S. Border. The new 
river gunboats are constructed to penetrate to the farthest 
mission and trading outposts in the interior of China. 
Fitted with small but powerful engines, they are capable 
of developing fair speed, and have a capacity for 





carrying quite a number of men and supplies in time 
of emergency. 2 
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It is insisted by the supporters of the tentative Cavalry 
Drill Regulations that the present Cavalry movement 
is based on Bulletin 18, War Department, 1912, which 
appeared in our issue of Oct. 19, 1912. This bulletin, 
relating to the employment of Cavalry, was issued by 
Secretary of War Stimson after it had been submitted, 


not only to the Cavalry officers on duty at Washington, 
but to many throughout the mounted service. In con- 
nection with the bulletin a statement was given out in 
which 1t was announced that it was the policy of the 
War Department to make our Cavalry equal to that of 
any country when mounted and of any foot troops, man 
for man, when dismounted. So far as the first part is 
concerned, it is contended that boldness of a superior 
order combined with highly specialized equitation and 
horse training is required. For the second part, the 
maintenance of our best practice and traditions relative 
to fighting on foot. The contention is made by those 
who are advocating the change that the tentative Drill 
Regulations are only the concrete expression of the 
abstract principles that were laid down in Bulletin 
No. 18. It is insisted that a fair test of the regulations 
will prove this, and that after a thorough field service 
test has been given the new regulations opposition to 
them will almost entirely disappear. 
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German confirmation of Admiral Dewey’s version of 
the incident between him and Admiral von Diederichs at 
Manila, when that port was blockaded during the 
Spanish-American War, appears in a statement by Ad- 
miral Brussakis, who commanded the. Cormorant there. 
Writing to the Tageszeitung Admiral Brussakis says 
the United States ship McCulloch fired across the bows 
of the Cormorant, which came to a stop and received an 
American officer, who came aboard to inform the German 
commander that Admiral Dewey had declared a blockade 
of Manila. A correspondent of the London Times relates 
a story told by the late Britsh Admiral Chichester re- 
garding the friction between the Americans and the 
Germans at Manila. Admiral von Diederichs asked 
Admiral Chichester: “What would the British fleet do 
if Germany interfered with the Americans in the opera- 
tions against Manila?” “Ah,” said Admiral Chichester, 
sweetly, “that, my dear von Diederichs, is a secret known 
only to Admiral Dewey and myself.” 
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In general orders from the Philippine Department, 
which we publish on page 850 of this issue, Major Gen. 
J. Franklin Bell announces the names of an officer and 
six men of the Philippine Scouts distinguished for serv- 
ice in the field. The services they performed are also 
mentioned. Lieut. Thomas Mosher has been recom- 
mended for a gold medal of honor and Pvt. Thomas 
Moseley,. Corporal Dismasangka and Private Bandira 
have been recommended for certificates of merit, and 
Private Docket, Q.M. Sergeant Daranda and Corporal 
Mantor will receive honorable mention in War Depart- 
ment orders. 
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Capt. Berkeley FEnochs, 27th Inf., U.S.A., has been 
selected for a detail with an infantry regiment in the 
German army. He will leave for his new post early 
next summer. Great care was exercised in the selection 
for this detail. A list of officers recommended by regi- 
mental commanders for the detail was submitted to 
Infantry officers on duty in the War Department, War 
College and with the Division of Militia Affairs. It 
was upon the recommendation of these officers that 
Captain Enochs was selected by the Secretary of War. 
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Compensation for the loss of a private horse, the 
property of Lieut. James S. Greene, 10th Cav., can only 
be made by an appeal to the courts for some decision on 
this matter. Lieutenant Green’s horse was killed while 
being transported on a government transport not properly 
equipped for such duty, and the officer wants compensa- 
tion for the loss of his mount. The Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s opinion on the question was to the effect that 
Lieutenant Greene could appeal to Congress which would 
eventually take him into court on the subject. 
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A despatch received at the Navy Department Feb. 28 
from Rear Admiral Walter C. Cowles, U.S.N., tells of 
the mutiny of the crew of the Mexican federal gunboat 
Tampico and of the surrender of the vessel to the con- 
stitutionalist authorities. The gunboat was in the harbor 
at Guaymas on Feb. 22 when the mutiny occurred. All 
of the crew, led by three officers, mutinied. The captain 
and chief engineer were seized and sent ashore at 
Mazatlan. The Tampico then proceeded to Topolobampo 
to give allegiance to the constitutionalists. 
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A class of twenty-two National Guard officers will be 
asked to take a course at the School of Fire, Fort Sill, 
beginning May 18 and continuing until June 18.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Brig. Gen. John W. Barlow, U.S.A., retired, com- 
mended for gallantry in the Civil War, died in Jerusalem, 
Palestine, March 2, 1914, where with his wife he was 
making a tour of the Holy Land. General Barlow was 
born in New York June 26, 1838, and entered the U.S. 
Military Academy as a cadet July 1, 1856. He was 
graduate and promoted in the Army second lieutenant, 
2d Artillery, May 6, 1861. He was promoted first lieu- 
tenant nine days later, and on July 24, 1862, was trans- 
ferred to the Topographical Engineers, and in March, 


1865, to the Engineers. He was promoted captain in 
July, 1863; major in April, 1869; lieutenant colonel in 
March, 1884; colonel in May, 1895, and was appointed 
brigadier general and Chief of Engineers May 2, 1901, 
in which office he served only one day, as he was retired 
at his own request on May 3, 1901, after over forty 
years’ service. General Barlow during the Civil War 
took part in battles around Richmond during the Penin- 
sula campaign, battle of Gettysburg, battle and siege of 
Atlanta, including the siege and sortie of the latter. He 
received the brevet of captain in 1862 for gallant and 
meritorious services in the battle of Hanover Court 
Hlouse, Va.; the brevet of major in 1863 for gallant and 
meritorious services in the Atlanta campaign; the brevet 
of lieutenant colonel in 1865 for gallant and meritorious 
services in the battles before Nashville, Tenn. He 
distinguished himself in the seven days’ battles before 
tichmond. especially at Malvern Hill, remaining with © 
the rear guard during the movement of the Army to the 
James River and the transfer of the Army to the defense 
of Washington. He was with the Engineer battalion 
of the Army of the Potomac from June 28, 1863, to 
Feb. 17, 1864, and constructed a bridge over the Potomac 
River at Berlin, and laid, repaired and guarded bridges 
over the Rappahannock, over Bull Run at Blackburn’s 
Ford and across the Rappahonnock at Kelly’s Ford. 
He was in the Mine Run operations, and made roads 
and reconnoissances, built blockhouses and erected defen- 
sive works. He was Chief Engineer of the 17th Army 
Corps, and was in charge of the defense of Nashville, 
Tenn. After the war he was engaged as superintending 
engineer of the construction work at Fort Clinch, Fla., 
and was engaged in various important harbor improve- 
ments on Lake Champlain, Hudson River, New Jersey 
coast and other places in the country. He was engaged 
in the original exploration of the headwaters of the 
Yellowstone and Mississippi Rivers. He was senior com- 
missioner of the United States in marking the boundaries 
between Mexico and this country from 1892 to 1896. 
During this time and afterward he was president of the 
Board of Iingineers in connection with government 
surveying and engineering operations. General Barlow 
was a member of numerous societies and clubs, including 
the Socicty of the Tennessee, Army of the Potomac, 
Companion M.O.L.1.U0.8., New York Athletic, National 
Arts and Army and Navy clubs. 

Chief Gunner Thomas -B. Watkins, U.S.N., retired, 
died at Marshfield, Mass., Feb. 26, 1914. He was born 
in Maryland Sept. 18, 1832, and entered the Navy as 
an acting gunner Oct. 5, 1861. His Civil War service 
was erformed on board the U.S.S. Augusta from 
October, 1861, to October, 1862; U.S.S. Lancaster from 
October, 1862, to December, 1864; U.S.S. St. Lawrence 
from February, 1865, until the close of the war. He 
was transferred to the retired list on May 20, 1889, on 
account of physical disability resulting from an incident 
of ‘the Service. During the Spanish-American War in 
1898 he served on board the U.S.S. Wabash from July 5, 
1898, to Nov. 10, 1898, this being his last active duty. 
He was advanced to the grade of chief gunner, to rank 
with but after ensign, on the retired list, from June 29, 
1906, in recognition of his Civil War service, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of an Act of Congress approved 
June 29, 1906. 

The FEarl of Minto, former Governor General of 
Canada and former Viceroy of India, and soldier, died 
at London, England, March 1, 1914. He was born in 
1845, and after education at Eton and Cambridge there 
were thirty years filled with brilliant exploits as a 
soldier, six as Governor General of Canada and five in 
governing India. He was in Paris in the Communists’ 
uprising in 1871. He followed the Carlist army in Spain 
as a war correspondent. He witnessed the operations 
of the Turkish army on the Danube, and was present 
during the bombardment of Nokopolis and the historic 
crossing of the Danube. He was with General Roberts 
in the Afghan campaign and later seryed as his private 
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secretary in South Africa. He fought the Egyptians 
as a captain of mounted infantry in 1882 and was 
severely wounded at Magfar. Later he became military 
secretary to Lord Lansdowne, the Governor General of 
Canada, and during this service he helped put down 
the Northwest Rebellion as chief of staff under General 
Middleton. Returning to his homeland, he served as 
brigadier general of volunteer infantry in Scotland. When 
forty-three years of age Lord Minto was appointed 
Governor General of Canada. In his speeches he showed 
deep affection for America. One of the unique reforms 
that Lord Minto instituted in India was the use of finger 
prints on money orders in the postal service. He closed 
his long public career in 1909, when he resigned from 
the viceroyalty. Lord Minto was possessed of great 
wealth, most of which he inherited. 

Former Gov. Joshua LL. Chamberlain, of Maine, who 
died at his home in Portland, Me., Feb. 24, 1914, was 
born in Brewer Sept. 8, 1828, and was a veteran of the 
Civil War. He received his early education in the public 
schools of Brewer and later in Major Whiting’s military 
academy: at Ellsworth, where he prepared for West 
Point. He entered Bowdoin College, however, in 1848, 
and graduated in 1852 with highest honors. He entered 
the Union Army in 1862, being commissioned lieutenant 
colonel of the 20th Maine Infantry. “This regiment,” 
says Gov. William T. Haines in an official order issued 
by Adjutant General Greenlaw on Feb. 24, “was assigned 
to Butterfield’s famous Light Brigade, Morell’s Division, 
Porter’s 5th Corps, Army of the Potomac, and imme- 
diately entered upon the severe experiences of the Mary- 
land campaign. Rejoining the main army in Virginia 
early in November of that year, the history of his service 


from that time on is a part of that of the Army of the , 


Potomac. He was promoted colonel May 20, 1863; 
awarded a Congressional medal of honor for daring 
heroism and great tenacity in holding. his position on 
Little Round Top and carrying the advanced position 
on Great Round Top at the battle of Gettysburg, July 2, 
1863. He was also recommended by all his superiors for 
promotion to the rank of brigadier general. This promo- 
tion was not made, but Colonel Chamberlain was imme- 
diately placed in command of his brigade, and from that 
time forth he held a command above his lineal rank. 
June 18, 1864, for meritorious and efficient service on 
the field of battle, and especially for gallant conduct in 
leading his brigade against the enemy at Petersburg, 
in whicn he was dangerously wounded, General Grant 
promote] Colonel Chamberlain on the field to the rank 
of brigadier general, the only instance in the history of 
our Army. General Chamberlain made a record in all 
the arduous and trying campaigns through which he 
passed honorable to himself and to the state. During 
his period of service he commanded troops in twenty-four 
battles, 1econnaissances and skirmishes without number, 
and in advance and rear guards in contact with the 
enemy upward of a dozen times. With his own command 
alone he fought several independent engagements, every 
one successful, capturing in battle 2,700 prisoners and 
eight battle flags, no portion of which can be claimed 
by any other command. He was six times wounded in 
action, three times narrowly escaping with his life.” 

Mrs. Margaret McGonigle, mother of Mrs. Gibbins, 
wife of Capt. Henry Gibbins, 9th U.S. Cav., died at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kas., Feb. 16, 1914. For several 
weeks she had been failing in health, and her death did 
not come as a surprise. She was seventy-one years old. 
Mrs. McGonigle resided in Leavenworth for over fifty 
years, and was intimately acquainted with hundreds of 
Army families, including Generals Sherman and Sheri- 
dan, and her hospitality’ was a byword among those 
stationed at Fort Leavenworth during that time. Her 
husband and the following children survive: Stella, 
Edward A., James A., and Mrs. Henry Gibbins, wife of 
Captain Gibbins, 9th Cav. Another daughter, Blanch, 
now deceased, was the wife of Major Powell Fauntleroy, 
Med. Corps, U.S.A. “In the death of Mrs. McGonigle,” 
says the Leavenworth Post, ‘Leavenworth has lost one 
of its most highly respected and beloved citizens. Too 
much cannot be said as to her goodness of character. 
For humanity in general she bore the utmost love, and 
no sacrifice was ever too great for her to make where 
the comfort or welfare of another was concerned. In the 
church she was active, and was always to be depended 
upon to do whatever lay in her power.” 

We briefly noted in our last issue, page 815, the 
sudden death of Miss Mary Lou Cobb at Birmingham, 
Ala., Feb. 23, 1914, on the day before she was to be 
married to Lieut. Ralph C. Holliday, 22d- U.S. Inf. We 
are informed of the following additional facts. Retiring 
shortly before midnight Feb. 23 in the best of spirits 
following a dinner at the Southern Club, given her as 
a prenuptial courtesy, Miss Cobb waked her aunts with 
a ery that she felt uncomfortably hot. When Dr. Cabot 
Kull, summoned about 1:55 o’clock, reached the residence 
at two o’clock the bride-to-be was dead. Dr. E. M. 
Mason and a nurse had been summoned also. In a 
statement given out by the physicians it was announced 
that Miss Cobb had been suffering from heart trouble 
several years, a fact known to her relatives and intimate 
friends. Telephone calls summoned Lieut. Ralph C. 
Holliday and his best man, Lieut. R. T. Batson, U.S.A., 
also of Texas City, Texas, as the illness of the young 
woman grew more serious. They found Miss Cobb lifeless 
in the midst of her wedding preparations. Coroner Spain 
held that the death of Miss Cobb had been caused by 
acute indigestion. Miss Cobb was twenty-two years 
of age, the daughter of Dr. Thomas Cobb and Mrs. Lily 
A. Cobb, formerly of Auburn and later of Opelika. At 
the time of her death her aunts, her grandmother, Mrs. 
lL. A. Condon, and her uncle, James Condon, were with 
her, residing at the family home. Since early childhood 
Miss Cobb had lived in Birmingham and was a graduate 
of the Allen School, former student at the Central High 
School, pupil at the Sweetbrier College in Virginia and 
attended the Sophia Newcomb School in New Orleans. 
In addition to her social prominence she was organizer 
of the Junior League, an organization of society girls 
to assist the Creche, active members of the Guild of 
Mercy, and affiliated with the Southside Baptist Church. 
Miss Cobb was also interested in the Y.W.C.A. and the 
Playground Association. “Her gentleness and womanli- 
ness,” says the Birmingham News, “her ability to preside 
as efficiently at a club session as over a tea table and 
her unusual influence toward charitable deeds among her 
girl friends made her charming in a variety of ways. 
It was curing a visit to West Point that she met Lieu- 
tenant Holliday and became engaged to him a year ago 
last September.” 

Tyler Curtis Williams, son of Gen. and Mrs. Thomas 
G. Williams, died at Houston, Texas, on Feb. 3, 1914, 
of a complication of acute kidney trouble and pneumonia. 
“Mr. Williams, or “Tyler,’ as he was lovingly called,’ 
writes a correspondent, “showed throughout his life, not 


only in his magnificent, manly physique, being over six 
feet tall and finely proportioned, but in manners and 
kindliness of thought and act to everyone, of the gentle 
breeding and blue blood that flowed through his viens. 
Born in Richmond, Va., Aug. 17, 1865, Tyler was brought 
to San Antonio, Texas, when an infant, growing up and 
attending school in that city, where he was loved and 
respected. He was a grandson of Gov. John Tyler and 
Dr. Henry Curtis, of Virginia, and great-nephew of 
President John Tyler. Living in Houston, where he was 
attending large commercial interests, Mr. Williams was 
nursed during his last illness by his devoted sister, Mrs. 
J. A. Settle, and nephew, Thomas G. Williams Settle. 
Later his other sisters, Mrs. John H. James and Mrs. 
#. J. Larkin were summoned. Mr. Williams was a most 
charming companion, deeply read, cultured and widely 
traveled. His love for animals was not the least of his 
many noble, unselfish traits of character. He would 
take his coat off to give to anyone needy. Interment 
was at the city cemetery, San. Antonio, in his own 
section, where he was laid by the side of his wife, whom 
he loved and lost just nine months before his death. 
Funeral services were from the home of his sister, Mrs. 
John H. James, -602:Cameron street, San Antonio, Rev. 
Philip Cook, of St. Mark’s Episcopal Church, officiaving, 
the pallbearers being among the schoolmates and lifelong 
friends of Tyler Curtis Williams. ‘Blessed are the pure 
in heart.’”’ 

Bvt. 2d Lieut. Joseph J. Adgate, N.G.N.Y., retired, 
who served as regimental sergeant major from 1899 to 
1905, died at his residence in Mount Vernon, N.Y., after 
a lingering illness, on Feb. 27, 1914. At the expiration 
of twenty-five years of service he was publicly presented 
with the regimental diamond medal at evening parade 
at Peekskill. A former comrade, who signs himself 
“R. S. S.,” in referring to his death says: “Especially 
fitted by temperament and training for the position of 
regimental sergeant major, Adgate was a model that 
might well be copied. He was always present, always 
up on his work. and his book work was neatness and 
accuracy itself. He was an enthusiastic and indefatigable 
worker for the glory and good of his organization. Aside 
from his soldierly qualities, Sergeant Major Adgate was 
of charming manner and possessed of tact and patience 
in dealing with others. He had attained success in 
business affairs and a prominent place in local social 
affairs. Every member of the 7ist Regiment who had 
the good fortune to know him, in either a social or official 
capacity, will always remember Sergeant Major Adgate 
as a true gentleman and a model soldier and non-com- 
missioned officer.” 

Mrs. Henry I... Harris, wife of Colonel Harris, U.S.A., 
retired, and mother of 1st Lieut. Henry L. Harris, 
U.S.A., retired, died at Florence, Italy, Feb. 27, 1914. 

Mrs. Jane H. Hamilton, wife of Col. William R. 
Hamilton, U.S.A., retired, died suddenly at Miami, Fla., 
Feb. 25, 1914. Mrs. Hamilton accompanied her husband 
to Florida for his health two months ago. Septic poison 
was given as the cause of death. Mrs. Hamilton, who 
was fifty-nine years old, had lived in many Army posts 
in the United States and was well known in Army 
circles. She is survived by her husband and two daugh- 
ters and one son, the latter being Major Paul Stanley 
Bond, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., by a previous marriage. 

Mr. William T.-Fergusson, father of Mrs. J. L. Sinclair, 
wife of Lieutenant Sinclair, Coast Art. Gorps, U.S.A., 
died at Hampton Roads, Va., Feb. 23, 1914. 

Mr. Benjamin John Goodin, father of Mrs. Richardson, 
wife of Capt. W. H. Richardson, ‘Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
died at Cincinnati, Ohio, Feb. 27, 1914.

Wilkes 
enlisted in the Navy in his younger days. He was mes- 
senger to Admiral Porter at one time, serving with him 
during a European cruise, and it was upon the recom- 
mendation of Admiral Porter that he was appointed as 
a messenger in 1877.

Bvt. Brig. Gen. John P. Taylor, U.S.V., a Civil War 
veteran, eighty-six years of age, although apparently in 
good health, is making advanced preparations for his 
funeral. He has placed an order for a solid bronze 
coffin, to cost $1,000, to be cast from old cannon, and 
a vault has been sunk in the private Taylor burying 
grounds on his estate near Reedsville, Pa. The General 
plans to have this covored by a big granite block, to be 
surmounted by a bronze statue of himself. The firm 
which secured the contract for the coffin has been in- 
structed to ship it to a Lewistown undertaker, to be held 
until needed for the execution of the contract he holds 
for the burial of the veteran. General Taylor, despite 
his eighty-six years, is still robust and enjoys a horseback 
ride almost daily. He is a member of the National 
Monument Commission and a former commander of the 
Legion of Honor. General Taylor was born June 6, 
1827, and at the outbreak of the war he entered the 
United States service as first lieutenant of Company C, 
1st Pennsylvania Cavalry. He was elected captain before 
the company reached the front. In September, 1862, he 
was promoted to lieutenant colonel, and on June 30, 
1863, he was made a colonel, and on Aug. 6, 1864, he 
was brevetted a brigadier general for “brave and meri- 


torious service.” He took part in twenty-seven battles 
of the war, reef numerous minor engagements. 


Col. and Mrs. Thomas Cruse, U.S.A., gave a reception 
and colonial supper in honor of their’ son, Lieut. Fred 
T. Cruse, 5th U.S. Field Art., and his bride, on Feb. 23, 
1914, at their residence, Schuylkill Arsenal, Pa. An 
orchestra played during the evening, and at 7 :30 a supper 
of terrapin and champagne, cold roast turkey, ham and 
other good things of the season was served. The house 
was beautifully decorated with flowers. Mrs. Thomas 
Cruse received with the young couple, and was beauti- 
fully gowned in blue brocade silk and cerise velvet, while 
the bride wore her wedding gown. In spite of the blizzard 
which was raging at the time the Army contingent and 
their friends turned out in full force and a merry time 
was had. Among others who attended were Mr. Strout 
and Mr. Smith, headmaster and assistant of St. Luke’s 
School, who taught the young man in school as a boy.

1914, at Fort Sill. The gift of the groom’s mother was 
an antique diamond pendant of superb workmanship, 
and he received from his father, Colonel Cruse, a check. 
The young couple were to be back at Fort Sill for 
station after March 5. 
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THE MEXICAN SITUATION. 


After the Anglo-American commission to investigate 
the killing of W. S. Benton, the British subject, had 
gone as far as Juarez on March 1 it was stopped by 
General Villa, who said he had no further authority to 
permit the trip as he had turned the entire matter over 
to his chief, General Carranza, who had made the de- 
mand that all dealings between Constitutionalists and 
foreign governments should be through him as the su- 
preme chief of the party. These delays exasperated the 
friends of Benton in El Paso, Texas, where it was 
charged that they were designed to give the body time to 
decay and thus prevent an examination that would dis- 
close the truth. Finally on March 8 after a long ses- 
sion of his “cabinet”? General Carranza named a com- 
mission to investigate the death of Benton. 

In the House of Commons on March 8 Sir Edward 
Grey, Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, again made 
a statement as to the killing of Benton. He asserted 
that the persistent difficulties put in the way of efforts 
to obtain an investigation creates the strongest presump- 
tion of a desire and an intention to conceal the truth. 
While welcoming any action taken by the United States, 
he said that Great Britain had no right to demand that 
the United States should itself resort to force, but if 
the United States should decide to take no further steps 
England would reserve to itself the right to obtain repara- 
tion whenever the opportunity presented itself. ‘We 
have no intention,” said Sir Edward, “of engaging in 
what, on our part, would be a fantastic attempt as the 
sending of a force, which to be effective would have to 
be a very large force, into any part of Mexico.” The 
Foreign Secretary also pointed out that naval activity 
such as the blockading of a port would only result in 
advantage to the Constitutionalists, the very persons 
who have brought about the Benton situation. Sir Ed- 
ward said that the British government had not recog- 
nized Villa as a belligerent nor had it received any as- 
surances from Huerta regarding the protection of British 
subjects in Mexico. 

Representative Mondell, Republican, of Wyoming, in 
the House on March 8 attacked the policy of the Ad- 
ministration and denied that ex-President Taft had in- 
dorsed it. The claim that Mr. Taft had done so was 
based upon the address of the ex-President at the meet- 
ing of the National Geographic Society in New York 
City on Feb. 27. In the course of that speech Mr. Taft 
referred to the difficult military task involved in run- 
ning down the guerrillas of Mexico if intervention were 
undertaken and concluded in these words: “I don’t know 
how much it would cost, but I do know it would be a 
drag on us and then when we had got the thing done the 
future would still be doubtful and still be a charge and 
a burden upon our treasury. I do not speak thus posi- 
tively without some knowledge of the subject. No effort 
ought to be omitted to prevent a catastrophe like this.” 
Mr. Mondell denied that this address was a vindication 
of the policy of waiting now pursued by the Government. 
He said that the reason the Taft administration had not 
passed upon the recognition of Huerta was that the as- 
sassination of Madero had happened only a few weeks 
before the end of his term and Mr. Taft did not wish to 
embarrass the new administration by deciding on the 
attitude of this government toward Huerta. 

Governor O. B. Colquitt, of Texas, made public on 
March 3 a long letter which he had sent to Secretary of 
State Bryan, detailing the sufferings and losses of the 
Texans. He mentioned the fact that Mexicans have 
been crossing into Texas and driving into Mexico cattle 
and horses, and in some cases kidnapping Texas ranch- 
men and holding them for ransom. In some instances 
they butchered the defenseless citizens, confiscated their 
goods and burned their homes. The Governor asked 
permission for the Texas Rangers to cross the Rio 
Grande and punish the marauders, who now go scot free. 
The Texas executive asked to whom and to what his 
state is to appeal unless this is done. For more than 
two years the outrages against Texans have been going 
on and nobody is punished, and the people are asking 
when it is going to stop. Governor Colquitt made the 
point that Texas is put to great expense each year in 
patrolling the border with her Rangers, although this is 
an expense that should be borne by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

The resignation of John Bassett Moore, the distin- 
guished authority on international law and diplomacy, 
as counsellor of the State Department, was announced 
on March 4. His letter to the President giving up his 
office was dated Feb. 2. Dr. Moore mentioned no dis- 
satisfaction with his official environment, and both the 
President and Secretary Bryan expressed their regret at 
his departure. He announced that he was quitting office 
to devote himself under contract with the Carnegie Foun- 
dation, to the revision of the six volumes on arbitrations 





‘originally published in 1898. Public comment says, how- 


ever, that Dr. Moore has been displeased by the dis- 
placement of experienced officers of the State Depart- 
ment to make way for persons of no experience in diplo- 
matic affairs and has been especially put out by the 
policy of the Department in the handling of the Benton 
ease in Mexico. The appointment of John Lind as spe- 
cial envoy to Mexico without the informing of Dr. Moore 
and the selection of Dr. William Bayard Hale and Dr. 
W. H. Tupper as special observers of Mexican affairs 
are also said to have stirred the Counsellor. The retir- 
ing counsellor of the State Department has been a mem- 
ber of the faculty of Columbia University since 1891, 
occupying the chair of international law. 
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KOEHLER COURT-MARTIAL. 


The G.C.M. for the trial of Major B. M. Koehler, 
Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., at Fort Terry, N.Y., is still 
sitting behind closed doors, despite the desires of daily 
newspapers to have their representatives admitted to the 
sessions. The scribes are granted transportation on the 
government boat to Plum Island and are allowed to go 
ashore, but the court having declared its sessions shall 
be secret, as it has a right to do under the law, the 
journalists have to be satisfied with looking at the build- 
ing and picking up any gossip outside. 

Col. Henry Kirby, 3d U.S. Inf., president of the court, 
said on March .4 that the court would adhere to its 
original decision to do everything possible to keep the 
evidence from the newspapers. 

“We do it in the interest of decency,” Colonel Kirby 
is quoted as saying. “The interests of justice, our coun- 
try, the Service and the accused demand that the court 
be closed. The court has decided after careful considera- 
tion that no information shall be given out. I do not 
think that the citizens of the United States want matters 
put before them that are not in the interest of moral 
decency. The United States Government has some rights 
which ought to be respected. You should not pry into 
matters that do not concern the public. The newspapers 
have their rights, but the Army also has its rights. These 
matters are sacred, and we are trying to do our duty as 
we see it.” 

It is known that a number of witnesses have disputed 
the allegations made against Major Koehler and testi- 
fied as to his good character. It is a fact, however, that 
conditions at Fort Terry were considered serious enough 
for an investigation some months ago, and it was made 
by Brig. Gen. A. L. Mills, U.S.A. The ordering of the 
court followed, despite the efforts of prominent persons 
to have it called off and to have the resignation of the 
Major accepted. It is understood that Capt. P. H. 
Worcester and Lieut. Austin G. Frick, of the 100th Com- 
pany of Coast Artillery, made the original request for 
an investigation. 

Among the witnesses who were ordered to appear 
were Capt. Philip H. Worcester, Major Andrew Moses, 
1st Lieut. R. R. Lyon, Lieut. Austin G. Frick; 2d Lieut. 
Ilarry L. King, James Ward, civilian, ex-sergeant at 
Fort Terry; Harry Wilson, civilian, ex-private at Fort 
Terry ; Lieut. Col. Sidney S. Jordan, Major Edwin O. 
Sarratt, 1st Lieuts. John P. Smith and Thomas O. 
Ilumphreys, C.A.C.; Ist Lieut. Charles M. Steese, Ord. 
Dept.; Sergt. John Cashman, G.S.I., and Sergt. John 
W. Barrett. The court heard two women witnesses 
March 5. They were Mrs. H. M. Ewing, wife of Pro- 
vost Sergeant Ewing, and Mrs. James Halt, wife of a 
corporal of the 125th Company, and gave testimony for 
the defense.

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HEAT AND LIGHT ALLOWANCES. 


The Secretary of War requested the Comptroller to 
render a decision as to the proper manner of effecting 
payment of the heat and light allowances of Capt. George 
I.. Converse, U.S.A., retired, on active duty with the 
Organized Militia of Ohio, for the period from Oct. 1, 
1913, to Jan. 31, 1914. Comptroller George E. Downey 
says: 

“In view of all the circumstances herein set forth I 
see no solution of this matter other than to discard from 
consideration the hot-water heat (the cost of which, if 
any, was not charged for as heat, but included in the 
rent of the house), and to regard the cost of the gas and 
electric current actually used as the total expense for 
heat and light combined, without attempting to state 
what portion of the combined cost was for heat and 
what portion was for light. 

“You are advised therefore that payment is not au- 
Sarized of any heat or light allowances in this case in 





excess of the actual cost of the gas and electric current 
used as shown by the meter readings. If the officer has 
paid for the gas and electric current actually used dur- 
ing the period in question and will furnish satisfactory 
oy to that effect reimbursement to him is author- 
ized.

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WIRELESS GREETINGS. 


On the recent voyage homeward of the transport 
Thomas, when about four days out of Nagasaki, Japan, 
and approximately 1,500 miles north of Guam, the fol- 
lowing 1adios were exchanged between the Thomas and 
the Logan, the latter outward bound: 


“U.S.A.T. Thomas, at sea, Feb. 24, 1914. To Capt.

I. 1. The War Department having been advised that a 
considerable number of officers of the Army, and of the 
Organized Militia, who are charged with the disbursement of 
public funds were delinquent in rendering their accounts 
within the prescribed period during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1913, and failed to give satisfactory reasons for 
such delinquency, the attention of all officers is called to 
Par. 627, Army Regulations, 1913, which provides that— 

Disbursing officers who render accounts which eventually 
pass to the Treasury Department for settlement are required 
to prepare their accounts, with abstracts and vouchers com- 
plete, and deposit them in the post office, addressed to the 
chief of the bureau of the War Department to which they 
pertain, on or before the 10th day of each month. Irregu- 
larities in the mail service or want of blank forms will not 
excuse a failure to comply with this paragraph. When 
vouchers are not sent with the account to which they be- 
long, but are subsequently rendered, suitable explanations 
will be made. 

2. The foregoing regulation is designed to carry into effect 
the provisions of Sec. 12, of the Act of July 31, 1894 (28 
Stat., 209). It is further provided in Sec. 4 of the Act of 
May 28, 1896 (29 Stat., 179), that— 

The Secretary of the Treasury shall, on the first Monday of 
January in each year, make report to Congress of such offi- 
cers and administrative departments and officers of the Gov- 
ernment as were, respectively, at any time during the last 
preceding fiscal year delinqunt in rendering or transmitting 
accounts to the proper offices in Washington and the cause 
therefor, and in each case indicating whether the delinquency 
was waived. 

3. The requirements of the law as expressed in Par. 627, 
Army Regulations, 1913, will be strictly observed by disburs- 
ing officers, and hereafter any disbursing officer who may be 
delinquent in rendering his money accounts will, at the time 
of forwarding the delinquent account, furnish the chief of 
the bureau concerned with a full explanation of the reason 
for a cause of the delinquency. Where the delinquent is an 
officer of the Army, and in the opinion of the chief of ,the 
bureau concerned his explanation is not considered satis- 
factory, it shall be the duty of said chief of bureau to re- 
port the delinquency to The Adjutant General of the Army, 
with such recommendation as may be deemed advisable. 

4. Nothing contained herein is to be construed as recind- 
ing or modifying such authorizations as may have been, or 
may hereafter be, given in individual cases relaxing the re- 
quirements that accounts be mailed within the ten-day limit. 

II. The following War Department order is published for 
the information and guidance of all concerned 
Orders: War Dept., Washington, Feb. 6, 1914. 

It is hereby ordered that absence of employees in and under 
the War Department who are members of the Organized 
Militia, on duty or field service with their organizations for 
instruction, shall not adversely affect the efficiency ratings 
of such employees. 

Chiefs of bureaus and others responsible for the prepara- 
tion of efficiency reports are charged with the duty of seeing 
that these orders are carried out, both in the departmental 
service in Washington and in the outlying or field service of 
the Department.

b. For fire and battery commanders, to be conducted by 
the fire commander, under supervision of fort commander, to 
include use of proper and uniform commands, rapid _indi- 
eation and identification of targets, fire command drill, armor 
and its attack, tactical use of elements of the defense (i.e., 
guns, searchlights, and su)marine mines), type forms of at- 
tack for each harbor, with best methods of meeting the 
same, ete. 

ce. For fort, fire, and battery commanders, to be con- 
ducted by fort commanders, under supervision of coast de- 
fense commanders, to include use of proper and uniform com- 
mands, rapid indication and identification of targets, fort 
command drill, tactical use of the elements of the defense, 
estimating the situation, use of general defense plans, etc. 

3. All supply departments will assist, as far as possible, in 
the construction of the necessary apparatus for each garri- 
soned fort from such materia] and labor as may be available 
in the coast defense command. Models of searchlights, dia- 
grams of ships, etc., if they can not be made in the coast de- 
fense command, will on application therefor be supplied from 
the War Department at the earliest practicable date. 

4. Coast Artillery district commanders, and inspectors, in 
making their annual inspection of coast defense commands, 
will require the coast defense commander to conduct one or 
more phases of an assumed attack.

President Roosevelt at once called a 
meeting of the Cabinet, the result of which, says the 
Post, was that Secretary Hay, on the President’s order, 
sent the following instructions to Samuel R. Gummere, 
the American Consul-General in Morocco: “We want 
vither Perdicaris alive or Raisuli dead.” Perdicaris was 
released. Of course, there is this to be said: Raisuli 
was just a simple brigand and had not risen to the dignity 
of a “rebel,” murdering and plundering in the name of 
a political reform movement, like some of the constitu- 
tionalists in Mexico. However, one cannot but feel that 
there would have been a great clearing of the air if a 
message like the following had been sent to the border: 
“We want Benton’s body or Villa’s within twenty-four 
hours. Bryan.” ‘That such an order would have met 
with the almost unanimous approval of the American 
people there can be little doubt, and that it would have 
been reccived with equal favor by Great Britain and by 
other Kuropean nations is equally certain. 
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Plans for the completion of the Pearl Harbor drydock 
are being prepared by Civil Engrs. L. M. Cox, U.S.N., 
and T. R. Harrison. The officers are working on the 
assumption that the million and a half increase in the 
cost of the dock as reported out of the House Committee 
will go through the Senate and become a law. It is 
apparent that even with this increase in the limit of 
cost for the work some new system of building a dock 
must be devised for Pearl Harbor. It is stated that even 
a larger increase would be necessary if the dock were 
built by the caisson system. The plan which is under 
consideration and will probably be adopted is to have 
the dock cast in cement, in sections. These sections will 
be cast on dry land and dropped into their places in the 
water. After they are placed they will be bound to- 
gether. So far as known this scheme of constructing 
a drydock has never been employed and the progress of 
the work will be watched with interest by contractors 
and constructors the world over. 
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Incident to reorganizing the Naval Militia as provided 
for by the Naval Militia Act recently passed by Con- 
gress, the Secretary of the Navy has submitted to the 
Comptroller of the Treasury a number of questions on 
the construction of the provisions of the act. The Secre- 
tary desires to. know whether the $200,000 for the 
equipping and arming of the Militia appropriated by 
the act is available for 1914. He also wants to know 
whether the Militia must be brought up to a certain 
standard before any money can be expended by the 
Federal Government. There is also some question as to 
how much of the money is to be expended in the conduct 
of Naval Militia affairs. When the Comptroller renders 
a decision the new regulations for Naval Militia will be 


issued, and steps will be taken for the detail of Navy 
ollicers as inspector-instructors of the Naval Militia. 
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“LITTLE NAVY” REPORT. 


The minority report of the House Naval Committee 
on the Naval Appropriation bill would seem to have 
been utilized for the purpose of justifying the charge 
made some days ago by Messrs. Witherspoon and Hensley 
that the statistics of the Navy Year. Book had been 
“doctored” to make it appear that the German navy is 
superior to the American. The ARMY AND NAVY 
JOURNAL so effectually riddled these charges that the 
two members who first made them appear to have seized 
upon the occasion of this report to bolster up their case. 
The other members of the minority, Messrs. Buchanan 
and Gray, evidently acquiesced in the conversion of the 
report irto a “vindication” of their two colleagues. Of 
the twenty-two pages making up the report more than 
half, or fourteen, pages are given up to a monotonous 
reiteration of the accusation of doctoring. The testimony 
given in the hearings by naval men like Admiral Vreeland 
and by Secretary Daniels is dragged out of its context 
and made to do vindication duty. The different phases 
of the relation of the U.S. battleships Indiana, Massa- 
chusetts and Oregon to the Dreadnought classification 
are gone over ad nauseam, without clearing up a single 
point. One point brought out in the testimony of 
Admiral Vreeland seems to the minority as conclusive 
proof that no larger Navy is needed by the United 
States. The Admiral stated that he did not believe that 
either England, Germany or France would be willing 
to send more than half its fleet across the Atlantic to 
attack the United States. In view of the present power 
of our fleet the report says this admission of the Admiral 
shows that the United States fleet would be the superior 
of any other fleet sent here except England’s, and would 
be the equal of the half that Great Britain would 
venture to send over. Hence, the committee argues, 
Admiral Vreeland himself kas proved there is no need 
for more ships. In the face of such luminous reasoning 
and such powerful argumentation the human mind 
falters. 

A gool and sufficient reason for no further increase 
of the Navy, the report says, is found in the fact 
that there is not a sufficient number of officers to 
man the ships we already have, and that there is no 
way to get them except by enlarging the Naval Academy. 
The shortage of officers described before the committee 
varied from 700 to 3,000, and when advocates of more 
battleships have been pressed for an explanation of 
where the officers could be obtained they have replied 
that they could be drawn from destroyers and submarines. 
Against the probability of attack the report places the 
immense trade of this country with other nations and 
their dependence upon our products; the great distance 
Letween us and other countries; the inability of an 
attacking Power to obtain coal, oil and ammunition 
necessary; our coast defenses, mines, submarines and 
torpedoes. Colonel Goethals is quoted as stating to the 
committee that submarines and destroyers could keep a 
hostile fleet 500 miles from Panama. The minority 
congratulates itself on being better than preceding com- 
mittees in that the recommendations of Secretary Daniels 
have been critically dissected. Whe report says that 
“heretofore the recommendation of the Secretary of the 
Navy has been accepted by Congress without any knowl- 
edge on the part of Congress of the reasons or facts on 
which he based it, and in the matter of. the last recom- 
mendation of Secretary Meyer for the naval increase 
he expressly refused to give his reasons for the recom- 
mendation. But in regard to the present bill we have 
not indulged in any presumption that recommendations 
should be accepted without question, but -have developed 
the facts and ascertained reasons.” The minority have 
been led into thus becoming the enlighteners of Congress 
and the American people because they feel that every 
new Secretary of the Navy has been compelled to rely 
on expert advisers and has been at first in favor of more 
battleships, but at the close of his administration, after 
he has studied the question for several years, he has 
come to the conclusion that we have enough. This, says 
the report, was the case with President Roosevelt and 
his Secretary of the Navy, and so it was with Mr. Taft 
and Secretary Meyer. ‘This statement appears exactly 
twenty lines after the assertion that Secretary Meyer 
in his last recommendation had refused to give his 
reasons for the increase of the Navy he advocated. Thus 
it would seem that Mr. Meyer at the same time advocated 
more ships and did not advocate more ships. The report 
ridicules the idea of building battleships each year to 
replace those becoming obsolete, since one of the super- 
Dreadnoughts is equal to three of the older ships to be 
replaced. Hence the six Dreadnoughts now being built 
would replace eighteen ships, including the Oregon, 
Missouri, Connecticut and others of that type. The 
reduction in the amount of the appropriation of 
$1,967,348 for the maintenance of the Navy strikes the 
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minority as disclosing the vice of our present naval policy . 


which would sacrifice the efficiency of the Service for 
the sake of getting more battleships. Summing up, the 
report says that the country has a useless number of 
navy yards, that all work could be done at two yards, 
and that we have as navy yard heads officers without any 
experience as managers of industrial plants and unable 
to conduct them in an economical way. 
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THE NAVY PERSONNEL QUESTION. 


The Secretary of the Navy is giving considerable time 
and serious thought to the personnel question. Not only 
is he going over the report of the Southerland board, 
put he is calling in representatives of the line and 
different bureaus to discuss at length the recommenda- 
tions that have been submitted to him. Perhaps the 
most important and radical recommendation that the 
Secretary will make is the creation of an “active reserve 
list.” The retired list will be retained for officers who 
are physically disabled for service in the Navy, while the 
active reserve list will be created for officers who are 
selected out by the plucking board. The Secretary believes 
that it is an injustice to officers who are still capable for 
service to place them on the retired list. Officers on 
the active reserve list would be made available for serv- 
ice and could be called upon for active duty by the Navy 
Department whenever they are needed. 

The officers on the active reserve list will probably 
remain on active duty for some time on account of the 
searcity of officers. They will always be subject to a 
call for active duty and will draw the pay of an officer 
on the active list while they are on active duty. It is 
planned to use the officers on this list on shore stations 
and keep the officers on the active list at sea. The 
creation of an active reserve list is apt to be received 
with favor at the Capitol. It has frequently been sug- 
gested in the House Committee on Naval Affairs, as it 
is considered a better system of handling officers that are 
selected out by the plucking board. It is understood 
that it is proposed to increase the number of officers 
to be selected out under this new system. Just how 
far the bill as it will be sent to the Capitol will go will 
depend upon the cost of the proposed legislation. 

Not only is it proposed to include the Secretary’s bill 
for six admirals in the recommendations, but there will 
probably be an increase in the number of rear admirals 
if the bill is passed in the form that it goes to the com- 
mittee. There is a disposition to accept the recommenda- 
tion for the promotion of staff officers with running 
mates in the line. The justice of this proposition is 
generally recognized by the members of the board from 
the line as well as from the bureaus. Considerable 
support as well as opposition has met the proposition 
to give staff officers military titles. This is to extend 
up to and include the rank of captain. Staff officers’ 
title would read “Capt. John Doe, Pay Corps.” 

The Secretary of the Navy has referred the reports 
of the different sections of the Southerland board to the 
Vaymaster General to ascertain the estimated cost of 
the proposed change in the personnel of the Navy. When 
he sends his bill to the Naval Committee he intends to 
submit as accurate an estimate of the cost of the measure 
as possible. After report on the cost by the Paymaster 
General, the Secretary will go over the bill again with 
a board composed of an officer from the line, officers 
from the various bureaus and a representative of the 
enlisted men. The Secretary is exercising the greatest 
care in the preparation of the bill, as he intends to make 
it the policy of the Department during his administra- 
tion. If Congress should not enact any legislation at 
this session the Secretary intends to press it at the next 
session and keep up the fight until he has secured some 
effective personnel legislation for the relief of the Navy. 
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PENDING SERVICE LEGISLATION. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs will not 
be ready to take up the Army Appropriation bill before 
March 9 or 10. There is no-doubt that the committee 
will make some increases in the appropriations carried 
by the bill. Chairman Chamberlin has been going over 
the measure, and he finds that in a number of instances 
a deficit would result if the bill should be passed in its 
present form. It is possible that the committee may 
ask the Secretary of War to appear and make a state- 
ment on some of the estimates. 

The Naval Appropriation bill by the present progress 
of legislation in the House will not be taken up much 
before March 16 or 17. The Agriculture bill is taking 
more time than was anticipated and there are a number 
of other bills which will be considered under special rules 
which will keep back the Naval bill for several days. 
When the bill comes up it will be subjected to the same 
attack by the “little Navy’? members as it was while it 
was before the committee. Just at present the —peace- 
at-any-price advocates are flooding the mails of Con- 
gressmen with protests against an adequate naval pro- 
gram. Unfortunately, the friends of the Navy are not 
so active. There is not much doubt, however, that a two- 
battleship program will be provided for in a bill as it 
passes the Senate and House. While there are a num- 
ber of little Navy members on the Democratic side, there 
are more than enough Republicans to make up this de- 
ficiency. The Republicans will vote almost solidly for a 
two-battleship or even a three-battleship program. 

The prospects are now that the House Naval Com- 
mittee will report out a bill introduced by Chairman 
Padgett in the 62d Congress as H.R. 26566, for the 


creation of two admirals and two vice admirals. This 
bill provides that the officers shall hold this rank only 
while in command of a fleet. Just at present the House 
does not seem to be in a mood to give serious considera- 
tion to the Vice Admirals bill as it passed the Senate. 
For this reason Chairman Padgett questions the wisdom 
of reporting out the Senate bill. 

In connection with the passage by the Senate of the 
bill providing vice admirals for the Navy, noted in our 
issue of Feb. 21, it should be stated that Senator John 
W. Weeks is not one of those who favored the amendment 
increasing the retiring age to sixty-five years. An error 
in copying credited to Senator Weeks a part of the 
remarks by Senator Reed, and made it appear that the 
opposite was the case. Senator Weeks writes that he is 
opposed to increasing the retiring age of vice admirals 
or other officers to sixty-five and regrets that it was 
not possible for him to be in the Senate during the con- 
sideration of the bill. Other important engagements 
gave him opportunity to spend only a few minutes in 
the Senate; otherwise he would have opposed the amend- 
ment relating to age retirement and more actively 
advocated the passage of the bill. Those who had it in 
charge, however, says Senator Weeks, felt that it was 
better to get the principal features of the bill established 
rather than to take a chance on the bill failing by insist- 


‘ing on details, and in this course they may have used 


good judgment. 

There is considerable support on the House side for 
an amendment of the field officers’. ‘“Manchu” law which 
would exempt the officers on duty at West Point and 
Service Schools from the effect of the proposed legisla- 
tion. Hcwever, members of the Senate Committee do 
not regard the proposition with favor. One of the most 
prominent memhers is absolutely opposed to the proposal. 
It is impossible at this time to predict with any degree 
ef accuracy in just what form the bill will pass if it 
gets through at this session. Members of the Senate 
Committee have ideas of their own on the subject, and 
the bill will be materially amended when it reaches the 
Senate Committee. It will then go’ to a conference 
committee, to be put into shape for final passage. The 
substitute measure proposed by Mr. Hay to the bill (H. 
R. 4351) appeared on page 822, our issue of Feb. 288. 

Serious opposition has developed to the provision in 
the Army Appropriation bill as it passed the House, 
relative to the taking of the Porto Rico Regiment of 
Infantry into the Army. It is held that there is no 
reason why confusion should be created in the organiza- 
tion of the Infantry of the Army by bringing in the 
Porto Rico regiment of only eight companies. It will 
be hard for the Army to have a regiment with no field 
officers. There is no reason why the War Department 
should be compelled to detail field officers to the Porto 
Rican command from other organizations of the Army. 
In its present form the Porto Rico regiment appears to 
be brought into the Army simply to provide a line of 
promotion for the captains and lieutenants serving with 
the organization. It is recognized that these officers 
should have better opportunity for advancement, but it 
should be done along lines that will not make a break in 
the organization of the Infantry of the Army. A number 
of the Senators who have given thought to the matter 
have declared that the Porto Rico regiment should be 
either organized as a complete regiment of Infantry for 
the Army or be kept out of the Army. An effort will be 
made to amend this provision of the Appropriation bill 
to correspond with the recommendations of the War De- 
partment, which provide for the organization of a full 
regiment. There is no reason why this should not be 
done. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has asked 
for a report from the War Department on H.R. 7621, 
authorizing the President “to appoint in the Regular 
Army, and place upon the retired list, those persons who 
served in the Volunteer Armies of the United States in 
the war of the Rebellion, in the war with Spain, and in 
the Philippine insurrection to the highest rank held by 
them during such service, and who have not been, and 
could not be, appointed to such ranks under the law for 
the reorganization of the Army passed on Feb. 2, 1901.” 
It is stated that only eight or nine officers would be 
benefited by the bill, but during the consideration of the 
measure by the committee this was questioned and it was 
referred to the War Department for data on the subject. 
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THE ATTACKS ON THE ARMY. 


No one can read the articles in Harper’s Weekly 
reflecting on the Army without realizing at once that 
they never could have appeared in that periodical under 
the old management of the Harpers and Col. George 
Harvey, and that their appearance now is only another 
evidence that Norman Hapgood, its new editor, is trying 
to live up to his editorial announcement on taking control 
that he would make Harper’s weekly an organ of the 
feministic movement. That he is succeeding admirably 
in living up to this sweet and tender ambition there 
can be little doubt among those who note the almost 
tearful and wholly ladylike spirit of tenderness with 
which the Harper’s writer contemplates certain Army 
court-martial cases. The Army is an organization for 
red-blooded men, and its standards are not likely to 
appeal to those who are ready to submit twentieth 
century things to the lavender test of the new feminism. 

Contrasts between cases tried both by civil and military 
judges have not shown the latter to be unduly harsh. 
On the contrary, the soldier has been protected by mili- 
tary judges better than by civil judges. One of the most 





striking cases in point was that of Pvt. Homer Grafton, 
of the 12th U.S. Infantry, who while on sentry duty in 
the Philippines in July, 1904, fired on two natives 
advancing upon him with bolos and refusing to obey his 
command to halt. One native was killed and the other 
wounded. Immediately after the shooting Grafton was 
tried by a military court and acquitted, as his action 
was in discharge of his duty. The civil authorities then 


_ took up the matter, and though the soldier had already 


been placed in jeopardy of his life by the first trial he 
was tried again and was sentenced to twelve years’ 
imprisonment for manslaughter. In this instance the 
soldier was wholly within his rights as a sentry in firing 
upon the threatening natives. It will be remembered 
that through the assistance of the friends of this soldier 
extended through the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL this 
atrocious civil verdict, probably unsurpassed for pure 
wantonness of injustice, was set aside. 

The findings of military courts are not always to be 
measured by civilian standards. There is one severity of 
civil life and another of Army life. A sentence that might 
fit a certain act in civil life might be wholly out of place 
in the military administration. It was one of the great 
trials of President Lincoln that during the Civil War 
he was called upon so often to approve sentences of 
death for sleeping at post, especially in cases where 
attack from the enemy was not particularly imminent. 
However, to pass over such instances of neglect of duty 
might have weakened discipline throughout the Service 
and threatened the Army with the dangers due to in- 
attentive sentinels. Severity of sentence must often be 
proportioned to the responsibility involved. Hence there 
is a severity of sea justice and another of shore justice. 
This difference is seen in the case of men disobeying 
orders on board a merchant vessel, where the act may 
bring down upon the culprits the punishment for mutiny, 
whereas on shore the right to disobey an employer is 
wholly within the privileges of a laboring man. 

We give space in another column to replies to these 
attacks in Harper’s not because we believe the Army 
needs such vindication, but ‘rather to show the calumnia- 
tors of the Service that there are plenty of men in 
the Army ready and able to come to its defense. 
We have also deemed it advisable to permit the ap- 
pearance elsewhere in these columns of an advertise- 
ment of these articles on alleged abuses in the Army. 
We do not wish to give anyone the opportunity 
to say that a representative paper of the Services such 
as the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL was afraid to advertise 
these articles‘ because the Army fears the truth. We 
believe that the vapid character of the criticisms them- 
selves is enough to condemn them. Refusal of such an 
advertisement might make it possible for enemies of the 
Military Establishment to assert that there are things 
in the administration of the Army that need concealment. 
The advertisement was not permitted to appear, however, 
in the original form in which it reached us, which gave 
in brief epitome charges against the Army both unjust 
and unwarranted by fact. The proof was returned to the 
advertising agents from whom it was received, accom- 
panied by a letter which said: “It is, 6f course, the 
privilege of the publishers of Harper’s Weekly to insert 
an advertisement in our columns in the form they 
prefer—if it is to appear at all. But on our side we 
do not wish to have appear even in our advertising 
columns statements which both we and our readers con- 
sider utterly unjust to the Army and based upon mis- 
statements of fact. If you care to insert the advertise- 
ment omitting statements which appear to us offensive, 
we shall be glad to have you do so. Otherwise we must 
respectfully decline the advertisement.” The publishers 
of Harper’s Weekly submitted gracefully to the altera- 
tion of their advertisement to a form which may be less 
objectionable. 

Muckraking has grown to be a regular profession, but 
it is to be hoped it has less popularity now with the 
average reader than it had not so long ago, when the 
purposes that inspired it and the almost stereotyped 
methods that it follows were less well appreciated. 
Gather everything possible injurious to the person or 
subject attacked on evidence however unsound; ignore 
everything good in refutation, however strong the favor- 
able evidence; and you have the formula of the average 
muckraker. Some may consider it better to ignore such 
attacks, but it is as difficult to do so as to overlook a 
splash of ink on a white wall, and in general it seems 
better to meet them. No harm can be done to a just 
cause or an upright profession by a free discussion of 
its faults, if there be any. No human institution is 
perfect, and even a muckraker may be of service if the 
discussion to which his attacks give rise serves as a 
corrective of possible weaknesses. 

Those who have read our columns through the years 
know well that there is no voice readier to make itself 
heard for any possible improvement in the Army than 
that of this JourNat. To the unthinking some of the 
charges made in Harper’s may seem to be a very severe 
indictment, but it is not to the thoughtless that the 
Service makes its appeal. It is the thinking people to 
whom the Army must look for that popular support 
which is necessary to its proper development. With 
such citizens the Harper’s criticisms will have no weight 
whatever, for they are too plainly based, where they 
have any foundation whatever in fact, on isolated cases 
which have no relation, save as exceptions, to the great 
military system of the country; and are prompted by a 
vicious hatred of organized authority represented by 
the Army. 
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HOUSE PASSES ARMY BILL. 


Quick work was made of the Army Appropriation bill 
in the House. Reported on Feb. 16, it was taken up in 
Committee of the Whole on Feb. 26 and passed on Feb. 
28, with very few amendments. The bill as introduced 
will be found on page 790, our issue of Feb. 21. Except 
as hereinafter noted, all the items of legislation given 
in our report of the bill above referred to were adopted. 

In brief, the legislation adopted without change from 
the form in which reported comprises the following: 
(1) Chief of Q.M. Corps to be called Quartermaster 
General of the Army; (2) making permanent legislation 
of the paragraph withholding pay in case of absence on 
account of intemperance or misconduct; (3) readjusting 
personnel of Q.M. Corps to provide for more cooks; (4) 
allowing credits for sales of subsistence stores; (5) 
making $200,000 of horse appropriation immediately 
available; (6) authorizing sale of transports Seward 
and Wright; (7) only $5,000 of ammunition appropria- 
tion to be used for experiments; (8) only $10,000 of 
appropriation for National Guard armories to be used 
for experiments; (9) authorizing issue of rifles, 
appendages and ammunition to rifle clubs and schools; 
(10) to recommission captains and lieutenants, Porto 
Rico Regiment of Infantry, as captains and lieutenants 
of Infantry and fix their status as officers of the Army. 


The amendments agreed to before passage of the bill 
follow: 


A provision of “$25 per month additional to regular 
compensation to chief clerk of division for superintend- 
ence of War College building’ was stricken out and 
the Army War College appropriation correspondingly 
réduced io $8,700. 

Under Quartermaster Corps a proviso is added . 

That the Secretary of War is authorized to appoint such 
number of quartermaster sergeants, Q.M. Corps, not to exceed 
the number provided by law, as he may deem necessary for 
the interest of the Service, said quartermaster sergeants to 
be selected from the most competent non-commissiond officers 
of the Army, who shall have served therein at least five years, 
three years of such service having been rendered as non- 
commissioned officers, and whose character and education 
shall fit them to take charge of public property and to act 
as clerks and assistants to the proper officers of the Army in 
charge of public property. 

The item under Pay to Clerk, Messengers, etc., pro- 
viding “twenty percentum increase while on foreign 
service, $9,400,” went out on point of order. 

An appropriation of $6,000 is placed in the bill for 
“Commercial telephone service at Coast Artillery posts.” 


“Hereafter” is stricken from the proviso relating to 
quarters, ete., for the Superintendent of Nurse Corps 
during ker illness. 

Under “Pay of Retired Officers” add: 

Provided, That hereafter any retired officer of the Army 
who shall act as or be the representative, agent, or employee 
of any firm, company, corporation, or individual engaged in 
manufacturing for or selling to the Government any article or 
articles, either directly or indirectly, shall receive no part 
of this appropriation. 

Following the appropriation of $90,000 for interest 
on soldiers’ deposits a clause, “and so much as may be 
necessary to pay back such deposits,” is stricken out on 
point of order. 


Under Encampments and Maneuvers, 
Militia, provisos are added: 

Provided, That hereafter the allotment to any state, terri- 
tory, or the District of Columbia from the annual appropria- 
tion made by Sec. 1661, Revised Statutes, as amended, shall 
be available for the purposes specified by law only under 
such conditions as may be prescribed by the Secretary of 
War to secure effective organization, field or camp service 
for instruction and generally increased field efficiency on the 
part of the Organized Militia. Provided further, That here- 
after the Secretary of War shall cause to be annually esti- 
mated the amount necessary to carry out the provisions of the 
act to promote the efficiency of the Militia, and for other pur- 
poses, approved June 22, 1906, as amended by the Act ap- 
proved May 27, 1908, and no money shall be expended under 
those acts except as shall from time to time be appropriated. 

Under Subsistence Army add: 

Provided, That the officers and the enlisted men of the 
Navy and the Marine Corps shall be permitted to purchase 
subsistence supplies at the same price as is charged the offi- 
cers and the enlisted men of the Army. 

Under “Regular Supplies, Q.M.C.,” a clause “for 
furnishing heat and light for the authorized allowance 
of quarters for officers and enlisted men” is so reworded 
as to confine the appropriation to cases when stationed 
at and occupying public quarters at posts. 

Under the same heading a proviso is added to enable 
subscriptions to newspapers and other publications to 
be paid in advance. 

A proviso is added to “Horses for Cavalry, etc.” : 

And provided further, That hereafter no part of this or 
any other appropriation shall be expended for defraying the 
expenses of officers, enlisted men, or horses attending or tak- 
ing part in horse shows. 

The proviso permitting private mounts of officers in 
excess «f the authorized mounts to be shipped on govern- 
ment transports on government bill of lading, and re- 
imbursement to be collected for transportation, went out 
on point of order. 


The paragraph to permit settlements of transactions 
between the Engineer Department and other bureaus or 
executive departments to be made by the disbursing 
officer of the Corps of Engineers also went out on point 
of order. . 

AMENDMENTS LOST. 


Amendments offered in Committee of the Whole which 
went out on point of order included the following: 


Provided, That hereafter the persons mentioned in this 
paragraph [commutation of quarters] shall receive no part of 
this appropriation unless the aggregate of the number of 
rooms to which the officers already assigned to that post, sta- 
tion, fort, or school are entitled by law shall exceed or equal 
the whole number of rooms at such point or points. 

Appropriating $27,500 to furnish service medals or cam- 
paign badges to officers and enlisted men who served honor- 
ably in the Army of the United States, whether in the Regu- 
lar or Volunteer service, during the Spanish, Philippine or 
China campaigns, and who have not been awarded badges 
under existing orders of the War Department. * * * Pro- 
vided, That such*badges shall be issued to the proper legal 
representative of any deceased officer or soldier who, if living, 
would be entitled thereto. 


Items rejected by the Committee of the Whole were 
the following:

DERATE ON THE ARMY BILL. 


The House took up consideration of the Army Appro- 
priation bill on Feb. 27, debating the various items 
in detail. Mr. Hay during the debate was asked to 
explain the difference between a line and a staff officer. 
He said: “tA line officer is an officer who is in the line 
of the Army. That is, he is in the Infantry, Cavalry, 
Field Artillery or Coast Artillery. He does not neces- 
sarily serve with troops. He may possibly be detailed 
to some other duty. A staff officer is an officer who is 
on some of the staff corps; for instance, the Quarter- 
master Corps, the Signal Corps, the Ordnance Corps, 
or is in the Staff Corps of the Army, such as engineers, 
surgeons, and so forth. A staff officer very frequently 
goes into the field, and all line officers go into the field.” 

There followed a colloquy which is amusing as illus- 
trating the lack of information on Army matters of some 
members of Congress. 

Mr. Hay: “The line officers receive $7,750,000. The 
enlisted men receive——”’ 

Mr. Helm: “Not the enlisted men?’ 

Mr. Hay: “The non-commissioned officers are enlisted 
men.” 

Mr. Helm: “They.are not men in the ranks?’ 

Mr. Hay: “Yes; they are men in the ranks.” 

Mr. Helm: “But they have official duties?” 

Mr. Hay: “Oh, yes.” 

Mr. Helm: “They are not what you term ‘privates’ ?”’ 

Mr. Hay: “They are not privates, but they are just 
as much enlisted men as are the privates.” 7 

Mr. Helm: “They are enlisted, but they are not in 
the line of battle?” 

Mr. Hay: “Yes; they are, of course. A first sergeant 
is the most important man in his company and has as 
much responsibility, almost, as the captain of the com- 
pany.”

Mr. Hay: “In 1913 there were 4,465 commissioned 
officers on the active list, and of these 1,227, including 
sixty-six chaplains, were general officers in the Staff 
Corps and departments. Seven hundred and eighty-eight 
belonged to the Cavalry, 262 to the Field Artillery, 748 
to the Ccast Artillery and 1,640 to the Infantry.” 

Mr. Helm: “That does_not include non-commissioned 
officers?” 

Mr. Hay: “No. As to the non-commissioned officers, 
it is impossible for me to answer, for the reason that in 
making up this appropriation we do not ask of the Chief 
of the Quartermaster Corps, who has charge of this, the 
number of non-commissioned officers. They are listed 
under the general head of enlisted men.” 

Mr. Helm: “But they have a different classification?’ 

Mr. Hay: “They have no different classification. They 
are not paid as officers. They are paid as enlisted men.” 

Mr. Helm explained that what he wanted to learn was 
what proportion of appropriation is received: by the 
commissioned officers, the officers of the line, the staff 
officers and the retired officers of all classes, including 
Philippine Scouts, together with their perquisites and 
emoluments. “A year or so ago,” he said, “when I was 
connected with the Committee on Expenditures in the 
War Department, I figured up what the total was that 
is received by these various classes of officers, and if my 
recollection serves it amounted to about $40,000,000. 
Out of a total appropriation of $94,000,000 the officers 
of the Army are receiving virtually one-half. It has been 
my observation since I have been a Member of Congress 
that there has been a continuous campaign carried on 
by the officers of the Army to increase their compensa- 
tion. ‘They have not been so much interested in the 
organization of an Army as in the increase of their 
compensation and perquisites. 

“The thing that has not appealed to me in these 
matters of appropriations for the Army and Navy is 
the almost scandalous system in vogue—and I measure 
my words when I use that language—of logrolling, con- 
ducting a campaign year in and year out for the purpose 
of increasing their compensation. It has grown to be 
almost a scandal. You would be surprised to know that 
out of a total appropriation of $94,000,000 well nigh 
$40,000,000 finds its way into the pockets of these officers 
of the Army.” 

Mr. Hay: “Mr. Chairman, I deny that statement 
absolutely.” 

Mr. Kahn: “So do I.” 

Mr. Helm: “I lay down this statement, that the offi- 
cers of the line and the staff officers and the non-com- 
missioned officers, active and retired, receive $40,000,000 
a year in salaries and their many varieties of perquisites.” 

Mr. Hay: “The gentleman mixes up, in the first place, 
the officers of the Army. The officers of the Army are 
one thing; the non-commissioned officers are enlisted 
men, and an entirely separate and distinct class of men.” 

Mr. Helm: “I am talking about everybody except the 
high private in the rear ranks.” 

Mr. Garrett, of Texas: “I take it the gentleman is 
going upon the theory that we have too many officers. 
Now, the number of officers is fixed by law, and their 
salaries are fixed by law, and not by this bill. This is 
simply an appropriation to pay salaries authorized by 
law.” 

Mr. Humphreys, of Mississippi: “I understand the 
gentleman to say that there are too many officers. Can 
the gentleman suggest any sort of organized fighting 
machine with fewer officers in it than those provided 
for the Army?” 

Mr. Helm: “I have never yet said in this discussion 
that there are too many officers in the Army, whatever 
may be my opinion about it. The thing that I am 


criticising is the log-rolling system among -the officers 
of the Army to increase their pay—compensation and 
emoluments—that mount up into the millions of dollars. 
I advocate a horizontal reduction. I would not say 
= he icy gets too much money, or anything of 
that kind.” 


PRAISE FOR THE ARMY PERSONNEL. 


Mr. Hay: “Mr. Chairman, I have been a member of 
the Military Affairs Committee for some years, and I 
have never been cognizant of Army officers making it a 
business to logroll with members of that committee to 
increase their pay. [Applause.] There may have been 
some instances in which certain officers have sought to 
get promotions; but the great body of the officers of the 
Army are as high class men as there are in this country. 
[ Applause. ]”’ 

Mr. 'fownsend: “In the gentleman’s experience, is it 
not his judgment that officers of the Army are less seen 
around those places where lobbying could be done, and 
do less lobbying on their own behalf, than almost any 
other class of officials in the United States?” 

Mr. Hay: “I can say that most truthfully.” 

Mr. ‘Townsend: “That is my experience.” 

Mr. Hay: “I myself do not believe that these men 
are receiving more money than they are entitled to. I 
do not believe that men occupying the responsible posi- 
tions which they occupy ought to be cut down to a 

- pittance in the service of their country; and while I 
believe that the Army is costing more than it ought 
to cost, we cannot afford to become penurious at the 
expense of these servants of the public who are doing 
their duty, and who do it under all circumstances, and 
who in the last ten years have, in my judgment, demon- 
strated that they are better fitted to perform their duties 
than are the officers of any other army in the world. 
[Applause.] Every time a great calamity occurs in this 
country, a great fire or a great flood, or when there is 
any great national undertaking to be accomplished, the 
officers of the Army are always called upon, and when 
they are called upon they are always found equal to 
the occasion. [Applause.]” 

Mr. Cox: “The chairman in the course of his remarks 
struck a chord which constrains me to testify to some- 
thing within my own knowledge. I must confess that 
formerly I did not have very much use for the Army; but 
last April when large sections of my district were 
absolutely swept away, when practically every town 
along the Ohio River in my district for a distance of 
about 500 miles was inundated, when people’s houses 
were flooded and they were driven from their homes, 
appeals began coming in to me for help. I immediately 
got in touch with General Wood, and to my knowledge 
General Wood stayed up that night until midnight. I 
never appealed to him a single time during that trying 
ordeal for seven days for aid, assistance and relief but 
what it. was given to my people as fast and as rapidly 
as it could get there. I have ‘probably heretofore said 
a few things on the floor of the House that might reflect 
on the Army, but my views have been somewhat changed. 
While I am not in accord with everything in this bill, 
yet I believe that the Army does some very valuable 
work for this nation.” : 

Mr. Townsend: “I want to add a few words along the 
line of praise of the Army in time of unexpected emer- 
gency. I wanted to say this because in regard to what 
the Army officers and the rank and file of the Army did 
in time of that awful calamity in San Francisco which 
came to me first-hand. My brother told me the Army 
was on the water front of San Francisco handling the 
most vicious crowd from all the criminal places in the 
world. The Army was up in the business section assist- 
ing the rescuers of books and valuable papers and money. 
The Army was a little farther up the hill helping men 
and women to escape from residences. The Army was 
still farther out in Van Ness avenue and Franklin street 
helping people to escape with their lives alone. And 
so it is the same in every great calamity. As the gentle- 
man from Virginia [Mr. Hay] has said, the Army and 
the officers have always prosecuted this rescue work ably, 
honestly, fearlessly and willingly. [Applause.]’” 

Mr. Kahn: “If the gentleman will permit me to add 
this: The medical officers of the Army were in the hos- 
pitals ministering to the needs of those who required 
medical attendance. When hundreds and thousands were 
homeless they taught them how to keep their little 
temporary shacks in a sanitary condition to prevent any 
malignant disease arising.’ 

Mr. Townsend: “I will add that in the Army posts 
the wives of the officers were working twenty-four hours 
a day to relieve the suffering of the women.” 

When the provision was reached to change the title 
of the Chief of the Quartermaster Corps to Quarter- 
master General Mr. Hay said this might be regarded as 
new legislation, but he hoped objection to it would not 
be raised. All officers of the Army, and particularly 
the officers of the corps, are anxious that the old, historic 
title be restored, he said. The proviso was agreed to. 

Mr. Webb offered the following amendment, which 
was agreed to: “Provided, That hereafter any retired 
officer of the Army who shall act as or be the repre- 
sentative, agent or employee of any firm, company, cor- 
poration or individual engaged in manufacturing for or 
selling to the Government any article or articles, either 
directly or indirectly, shall receive no part o? this 
appropriation.” 





QUARTERS OF OFFICERS. 


Continuing the debate in the House on Feb. 28, Mr. 
Webb offered an amendment, which was finally ruled 
out on a point of order, providing under commutation of 
quarters to officers that no part of the appropriation 
should go to persons mentioned “unless the aggregate of 
the number of rooms to which officers already assigned 
to that post, station, fort or school are entitled by law 
shall exceed or equal the whole number of rooms at such 
point or points.” In support of his proposed amendment 
Mr. Webb said: 

“T have no information about all of the government 
posts, but I do have information about fifteen of them, 
that at every government post in the Army officers are 
occupying from two to three times the number of rooms 
that the law allows them. Yet in this bill a little further 
on you will find an appropriation of two or three million 
dollars to build additional quarters. At Washington 
Barracks there are nearly 200 rooms being occupied by 
officers who are not entitled to more than 100 rooms. 
I offer this amendment in order to compel the Quarter- 
master’s Department to assign to officers the lawful 
number of rooms they are entitled to, and not give a 
man wh» is entitled to six rooms a house of sixteen 
rooms, and give him in addition to that heat and light 
for the entire quarters.” 

Mr. Hay: “Washington Barracks, for example, is set 
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aside for an Engineer battalion. Officers to whom the 
gentlemar refers are officers of that battalion and are 
stationed in that post. There are a number of officers 
on detached service who could not under the law be 
stationed at Washington Barracks because it is set aside 
fur the use of the battalion command.” 

Mr. Webb: “I wili show that in the barracks I speak 
of officers are entitled to ninety-nine rooms and that 
they have occupied 189 rooms, and then the committee 
asks for appropriations for rent and for building addi- 
tional quarters. We are wasting money upon rent of 
quarters when we have as fine government houses as 
anybody could wish right in sight of this Capitol. If 
they are detailed Here they ought to stay there instead 
of renting quarters at the Highlands and other fine 
apartment houses here in the city. The proportion of 
officers in the United States entitled to fifteen rooms 
is nil, but we are going ahead providing for the building 
of houses which will contain fifteen or sixteen rooms 
when the highest officer is only entitled to nine. There 
are already in existence sufficient fine houses with legal 
quarters for every officer above the rank of major, and 
consequently there is no necessity for any additional 
homes to be built that have more than four or five rooms 
in them. At Fort Myer twenty-nine men are actually 
occupying 252 rooms, whereas the law only allows them 
108. At Watertown, Mass., ten officers are occupying 
seventy-five rooms, when the law allows them but twenty- 
seven. You will find this condition exists generally at 
the various posts throughout the United States. About 
»00 officers are detailed to Washington for duty and the 
Government is paying for rooms, heat and light for them 
at big prices.” 

Later on Mr. Webb offered another amendment as to 
quarters, which was also rejected. He proposed to pro- 
vide “That no part of this appropriation shall*be used 
for the construction at military posts of quarters for 
officers containing a greater number of rooms than the 
authorized number provided by law for officers of the 
various grades who are stationed there in the ordinary 
course of military necessities; And provided further, 
That in carrying out the foregoing provision the number 
of suites and the number of rooms in each suite of offi- 
cers’ quarters already provided for at each post shall be 
taken into consideration; And provided further, That 
no part of this appropriation shall be used in the con- 
struction of quarters containing more than five rooms.” 

Mr. Hay said: “If this amendment is agreed to it will 
only affect, so far as this bill is concerned, certain 
quarters which are being built and authorized to be built 
at Fort Bliss, Texas. The amendment would inaugurate 
a system under which, if the military necessities of the 
country required that a post should be built, they could 
only build houses containing five rooms each, which would 
be the most expensive way of building houses at a post. 
It would cost a great deal more, for instance, to build 
ten houses of five rooms each than it would cost to build 
three houses containing the same number of rooms. If 
what the gentleman is after is economy, I think he is 
pursuing a very poor policy in this amendment.” 


MR. KAHN DEFENDS MONROE DOCTRINE. 


During the debate on the Army bill last week Mr. 
Kahn, of California, said: “The bill does not contain 
any items of legislation that seriously affect the organi- 
zation of the Army. The amounts allowed are certainly 


not exorbitant. It may be that in some of the items—if 
the amounts are not increased by another body at the 
other end of this Capitol—there may be some deficiencies 
next winter. Personally, I do not believe that the proper 
expenditure of money for the maintenance of a military 
establishment commensurate with our standing in the 
family of nations is an onerous burden upon the tax- 
payers of this country. If the money were being expended 
extravagantly there might be just cause of complaint; 
but I believe that every branch of the Military Estab- 
lishment is striving earnestly and honestly to secure 
the best possible results with the least possible expendi- 
ture. 

“While we may have some jingoists in the United 
States who thirst for war, I do not believe we have 
anything to fear from them. We have much more to 
fear from the jingoists of foreign lands. They are the 
real menace—if there be any menace anywhere. And 
from our own past experiences, especially in the War of 
1812, in the Mexican War and just prior to the Spanish- 
American War we ought to have learned the lesson that 
when the jingoists of a nation arouse the latent patriotism 
of the citizens of that nation into a blaze of passion 
conservatism is thrown to the winds, and nothing but 
armed conflict can appease the vengeance blood alone 
seems to be able to quell. Our own past experiences 
ought to determine our course in voting reasonable 
appropriations for both the Army and the Navy in times 
of profound peace. I believe that we are compelled to 
appropriate large sums of money to-day for past wars 
because in our past wars we were not properly prepared 
at the outbreak of hostilities. 

“Paradoxical as it may seem, the present war. lord 
of the German Empire will undoubtedly go down in 
history as a man of profound peace. Instead of seeing 
hundreds of thousands of the. young men of his Empire 
crippled and slain on the battle field, instead of listening 
to the tear-compelling cries of widows and orphans that 
always accompany the roar. of battle, he has seen the 
citizens of his Empire develop the industries of the farm 
and field, of the workshop and the factory, until to-day 
Germany is one of the richest nations of the world. 
True, the people of that Empire pay heavy taxes to 
maintain the standing armies and the expanding fleet; 
but how infinitely better it is to expend these vast sums 
in maintaining peace than it would be to cut the appro- 
priations to a niggardly pittance and thus expose the 
Empire to all the horrors of war. And what is true of 
Germany’s program is equally true of the program of 
every one of the European great Powers. And so we who 
really want peace hope that the statesmen of our own 
country will still continue in times of peace to vote such 
appropriations for the Army and Navy as will enable 
us to maintain peace. 

“In recent years it has become the fashion in some 
quarters to denounce the Monroe Doctrine. Would any 
of those who advocate the abrogation of the Monroe 
Doctrine prefer to have a strong military power in 
control of the country on our southern border? Would 
they prefer to see one of the great military governments 
of Europe take possession of Mexico and convert the 
lazy peons of our sister republic into a powerful army 
of soldiers, officered by men of splendid military training 
and ambitious to achieve great military distinction? 
Would the presence to the south of us of such a great 
military empire tend to diminish the expense of our own 
military and naval establishments? I believe they would 
be greatly increased, if anything. Would any of the 
advocates of the policy of recession from the Monroe 


Doctrine desire to see Germany, or England, or France, 
or Russia, or Italy, or Japan installed in any of the 
republics of Central America? Would it not be a great 
calamity to our Government if any foreign Power were 
to be perfnitted to take possession of any of the free 
states of North America? Could we consent to have a 
foreign government so near the doors of the nama 
Canal? Not alone so near, but actually between conti- 
nental United States and the Canal Zone. Sir, it would 
be a national disaster if such a condition were permitted 
to arise. If there were to be any intervention in Mexico 
I would infinitely rather have the co-operation of the 
Latin-American states than allow a single European 
Power to participate with us. [Applause.] 

“I believe the Monroe Doctrine has come to stay. It 
must stay. But I believe the time has also come when 
the Government of the United States should invite to 
conferences on great international questions affecting the 
welfare of the states on the American Hemisphere those 
Latin-American republics whose governments are stable 
and who have made giant strides in the paths of progress 
and commercial development, such as Argentina, Brazil 
and Chile. J am satisfied the co-operation with us of 
these states in extending the hand of friendship and 
fellowship for the amicable settlement of difficulties that 
confront the inhabitants of any Latin-American republic 
will have a great influence in establishing stable govern- 
ment in all of the republics on the western continents. 

“TI still believe that if this Government were to invite 
the co-operation of Argentina, Brazil and Chile in trying 
to straighten out the difficulties that beset the people of 
Mexico we would soon be able to bring order out of 
chaos; that we would be able to protect human life, as 
well as property interests; and that we would be acting, 
in fact and in deed, in the great cause of humanity.” 
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As endorsed by the Treasury Department, amended 
and reported to the Senate Feb. 27, the bill S. 2337, 
to create the Coast Guard by combining therein the 
existing Life-Saving Service and Revenue Cutter Service, 
would take into the new organization with their present 
ranks, titles and duties the personnel of the two services 
mentioned and the bulk of their laws. Section 2 further 
provides for two chiefs of divisions, one from each servy- 
ice to be appointed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
with salary of $3,000 each. The Coast Guard is to be 
under direction and expense of the Treasury Department 
in time of peace, and under Navy Department in time 
of war, or when the President so directs. 

In the Senate on March 4 the bill (S. 3590) to make 
the appointment of pay clerks in the Navy permanent 
and to create the grade of chief pay clerk was reported 


with the following amendment: “Sec. 5. That all officers 
of the Navy or Marine Corps shall be credited with the 
actual time they may have served as officers, enlisted men, 
paymasters’ clerks, or clerks of commandants in the 
Regular Volunteer Army or Navy, or both, and shall 
receive all the benefits of such actual service in all 
respects in the same manner as if said service had been 
continuous and in the Regular Navy or Marine Corps.” 


Favorable report was made in the Senate Feb. 27 on 
S. 4877, to provide for the construction of four revenue 
cutters. 


Mr. Lodge introduced in the Senate on March 4 S.J. 
Res. 118, extending the thanks of Congress to Col. 
George W. Goethals, U.S.A., and to appoint him a major 
general. The text follows: 

Resolved, etc., That the thanks of Congress be, and the same 
are hereby, presented to Col. George Washington Goethals, 
U.S.A., in recognition of his great services as chief engineer 
and administrator in building the Panama Canal. 

Sec. 2. That the President of the United States be, and he 
is hereby, authorized to nominate and, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, to appoint Col. George Washington 
Goethals a major general in the Army of the United States. 

Sec. 3. That the number of major generals authorized by 
law is hereby increased by one for the purposes of this act. 

The Alaskan Railroad bill has been agreed upon in 
conference, and now goes to the President, authorizing a 
total construction expense of $35,000,000, one million of 
which is appropriated by the bill and made immediately 
available. The Government is authorized to build and 
operate telephone and telegraph lines in connection with 
the railroads. The President will appoint the officers 
and agencies and fix salaries, designate names of rail- 
roads, detail Army engineers for work of construction, 
but is limited as to 1,000 mileage. He may acquire 
terminals, docks, wharves, etce., and fix rates for trans- 
portation; may lease the.railroads or telegraph and tele- 
phone lines after they have been completed for a term 
not exceeding twenty years, or may operate them. The

work may be used by the President in Alaska if he 
deems it advisable. ‘The President is authorized to 
withdraw public lands at his discretion and to locate 
town sites along the lines of railroads. All patents or 
grants to public lands hereafter made in Alaska are to 
be subject to the Government right of way of 100 feet 
on each side of the railroad and twenty-five feet on each 
side of a telegraph or telephone line. 

The bill to create “The Civil War Volunteer Officers 
Retired List,’ S. 392, was reported favorably, as noted 
in our issue of Feb. 21, with certain amendments. 
Among these was the striking out of the words “resigna- 
tion or otherwise,” leaving the provision to read “that 
a surviving officer * * * who is honorably dis- 
charged from service by muster out,” etc., was to be 
included in the benefits of the bill. It appears that 
the effect of striking out of the words “resignation or 
otherwise” was not fully understood by the Senate Com- 
mittee. It would, in fact, deprive of the benefits of the 
bill certain officers formerly of the Regular Navy, perhaps 
ten in all, who were honorably discharged or resigned 
and who are eminently worthy to be included in its 
provisions. There was no such thing in the Regular 
Navy as “muster out.” The attention of a prominent 
member of the Senate was called to the effect of this 
amendment, and we have his assurance that he considers 
it no more than right and proper that the words 
“resignation or otherwise” be restored to the bill, and 
will take pleasure in doing all that he can to see that 
this is done. 


House passage of the Army Appropriation bill and 
committee report on the Naval Appropriation bill are 
noted elsewhere. 

The House on Feb. 26 passed the Urgent Deficiency 
bill, H.R. 13612. 

The House on Feb. 28, without debate and without 


amendment, passed the Military Academy Appropriation 
bill, which, as heretofore noted, carries no new legisla- 
tion, and appropriates for the usual expenses of the 
Academy. : | 44 

The House on March 2 passed H.R. 12806, authoriz- 
ing the Secretary of War to grant the use of the Fort 
McHenry Military Reservation to the mayor and council 
of Baltimore, Md., as a public park. 


The House on March 2 passed H.R. 9671, to appro- 
priate $5,000 to erect a suitable monument on the battle 
grounds at the Horse Shoe, on the Tallapoosa River, in 
the state of Alabama. 

The House on March 2 passed H.J. Res. 76, authorizing 
the Secretary of War, in his discretion, to accept the 
title to 4,000 acres of land, at or near Anniston, Ala., 
and 5,000 acres of land in the vicinity of Tullahoma, 
in the state of Tennessee, for the purpose of establishing 
maneuver camps, rifle and artillery ranges, and so forth. 


In reporting H.R. 11307, authorizing the Secretary 
of War to appoint a commission to properly survey, 
define and designate the historic battlefield of Atlanta, 
Ga., the House Military Committee amend the bill by 
striking out the paragraph appropriating $10,000 for 
expenses. 

The House Military Committee favorably reports S. 
746, for the relief of Capt. Frank Parker, which will 
permit him to finish his course at the Ecole de Guerre 
of France, upon which he was engaged until relieved 
under the terms of the detached service provision of the 
Act of Aug. 24, 1912. 

Favorable report was made in the House Feb. 26 on 
H.R. 3960, “to advance Ist Lieut. Thomas J. Leary, 
M.C., U.S.A., to the grade of captain in the Medical 
Corps with rank of captain from Aug. 5, 1912, and to 
cause his name to appear upon the lineal list of captains 
of the Medical Corps next below that of George D. Heath, 
of the same corps; Provided, That he shall successfully 
pass the examination for promotion from the grade of 
first lieutenant to the grade of captain in the Medical 
Corps as required by existing law; Provided also, That 
he shall receive pay as captain only from date of accept- 
poe of his commission as such under the terms of this 
act. 


Favorable report was made in the House Feb. 26 on 
H.R. 9536, authorizing the President, in his discretion, 
“to appoint Stephen Morris Barlow to the grade of first 
lieutenant of Infantry, U.S.A., to take rank on the list 
of first lieutenants of Infantry next after the name of 
W. F. Harrell, and that no back _pay or allowances shall 
accrue as a result of the passage of this act, and there 
shall be no increase in the total number of officers now 
authorized by law by reason of the passage of this act.” 

Adverse report was made in the Senate Feb. 28 on 
H.R. 10232, for relief of Col. A. C. Sharpe for horse 
hire while on National Guard duty. 


The House Naval Committee will shortly report favor- 
ably the bill which reinstates Joseph Elliot Austin as 
an ensign in the U.S. Navy. Mr. Austin was graduated 
from the Academy in 1908, and contrary to the then 
Navy Regulations Mr. Austin married, for which he 
was dismissed by order of the President. A bill for the 
relief of Mr. Austin passed the House at last session, 
and it is thought that it will encounter no serious opposi- 
tion when it comes up again this session. 

The House Foreign Relations Committee on March 5 
decided to pigeonhole the Ainey resolution, asking the 
Administration for a report of Mexican outrages upon 
Americans.

That nothing herein contained shall be held or construed to 
increase the number of officers in the Corps of Chaplains as 
now authorized by law.

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U.S.M.A. ALUMNI DINNER AT NEW YORK. 


The dinner of United States Military Academy Alumni 
to be held at the Hotel Astor in New York city at 7 p.m. 
on March 16 will take place on the anniversary of the 
founding of the Military Academy. On that date it is 
hoped to have present all of the graduates of the Acad- 
emy, both in the Army and in civil life, in the vicinity 
and from as great a distance as they can come. It is 
particularly desired to have as full and as large an at- 


tendance as possible at this dinner, at which Gen. Hor- 
ace Porter, class of -1860, has promised to preside, for 
it is desired to establish at it a permanent dinner or- 
ganization which will arrange annually for an alumnus 
dinner on March 16, the anniversary of the Academy’s 
founding. The purpose is to bring together the gradu- 
ates in order that acquaintanceship among them may be 
formed or renewed and that “The Spirit of Old West 
Point” may be perpetuated. 

It is then hoped that similar dinner associations will 
be organized for the same purpose in Washington, Bos- 
ton, Chicago, San Antonio, San Francisco, Manila, and 
in every place where two or more graduates may be, in 
order that they may dine together on March 16 and 
think and talk of their Alma Mater and their cadet days. 
In this manner it is thought that, though scattered all 
over the globe and in all walks of life, the same strong 
alumnus feeling of other colleges will be developed among 
the graduates of the U.S. Military Academy with an in- 
tensity corresponding to that of their class feeling while 
at the Academy. 

Every effort is being made to reach all graduates in 
the vicinity of New York personally and to have them 
send in their names to Mr. Arthur W. Copp, No. 7 Pine 
street, New York city, and inform him that they will at- 
tend the dinner. Mr. Copp, of the class of 1904, is chair- 
man of the committee in charge of the arrangements for 
the dinner and will furnish all information as to time, 
place, expense, ete., to all graduates who will communi- 
cate with him. An early notification of intention to at- 
tend the dinner is earnestly requested of all graduates. 

Owing to the large classes at colleges and the fact that 
members of the same class pursue varied courses, the 
class sentiment cannot be, and is not, so strongly de- 
veloped at colleges as it is at the United States Mili- 
tary Academy, where the classes have always been rela- 
tively small, and every member of the class is obliged 
to perform the same duties and take the same studies. 
The converse result appears to be developed after gradua- 
tion, for the college graduates with their societies and 
clubs in large cities develop a strong alumni sentiment 
whereas the graduates of the United States Military 
Academy are scattered all over the globe and are con- 
tinually moving from place to place, many of them tak- 
ing up civil pursuits, with no opportunities to develop 
permanent local alumni societies with their resultant 
strong alumni sentiment. The result among graduates 
of the Academy is strong class sentiment and a_ strong 
personal sentiment for their Alma Mater, but a diffused 
alumni sentiment. It is expected by those in charge of 
the arrangements of this dinner in New York city on 
March 16 at the Hotel Astor, that all graduates of the 
Military Academy will aid in this endeavor to develop 
from the individual alumnus sentiment a strong united 
alumni sentiment, that “The Spirit of Old West Point” 
as well as that of “New West Point’ may be kept fresh 
in the memories of the graduates.

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HONORS FOR COLONEL GOETHALS. 

Col. George Washington Goethals, Corps of Engrs., 
U.S.A., Chief Engineer of the Panama Canal, received 
the special gold medal of the National Geographic 
Society at the annual dinner of the society at the New 
Willard Hotel, Washington, March 3, 1914. The medal 
was presented to him by President Wilson. Colonel 
Goethals heard his work praised by J. J. Jusserand, 
Ambassador from France, and Count. J. H. Bernstorff, 
Ambassador from Germany, and _ finally heard Repre- 
sentative J. P. Mann, of Illinois, the Republican leader 
of the House, bespeak for him the title of “general” in 
the American Army. Colonel Goethals said it was an 
easier task to build the canal than to find words to 
express his thanks. He praised the French pioneers 
for the work they did on the Isthmus, saying that but 
for it the canal could not to-day be regarded as prac- 
tically complete. -But for the English discovery of the 
method of eradicating malaria, he said, the death rate 
would have been great. The medal bore the inscription : 
“This special medal of the National Geographic Society 
is awarded to George Washington Goethals, to whose 
ability and patriotism the world owes the construction 
of the Panama Canal. March 3, 1914.” : 

Col. Goethals on March 4 received additional honors at 
New York city in Carnegie Hall, when he was presented 
with the Civie Forum’s first medal of honor for distin- 
guished public service. Dr. John H. Finley presided, and 





laudatory speeches were wile by Mayor Mitchel, Dudley 
Field Malone, Marcus M. Marks, Dr. Lyman Abbott, 
Bishop Greer, Civil Engr. Robert E. Peary, U.S.N., and 
Ilenry L. Stimson, and an original poem was read by 
Percy MacKaye. In accepting the medal Colonel *Goethals 
carefully refrained from touching upon the police situa- 
tion. He contented himself with making an announce- 
ment of the condition of work on the canal. He said 
among cther things that at the present rate of progress 
it was hoped to overcome the big slide and pass ships 
through the completed canal by July 1, 1914. 

The Economic Club of New York city honored Colonel 
Goethals with a dinner at the Hotel Astor March 5, 
and Hamilton Wright Mabie presented to him the gold 
medal awarded by the National Institute of Social 
Science. In responding to the welcome of the Economic 
Club, which was voiced by William R. Willcox in the 
absence of James Speyer, president of the club, Colonel 
Goethals insisted that credit for the success of the 
Panama Canal should not be given to him alone, but to 
ex-Presidents Roosevelt and Taft, President Wilson and 
the loyal and efficient canal staff. Other speakers were 
Andrew Carnegie, Irving T. Bush, Prof. Emory B. John- 
son and Dr. Talcott Williams. More than 1,000 members 
of the ciub, with guests, heard Colonel Goethals and 
his eulogists.

The Nashville, now at Port au Prince, has been ordered 
to Guantanamo.

The flag of the commander-in-chief, Pacific Fleet, has 
been transferred from the Pittsburgh to the California. 

The Hector, now at the Portsmouth, N.H., Yard, has 
been ordered to the Philadelphia Yard to load a cargo 
for Pearl Harbor. 

The Leonidas has been ordered placed in commission 
at the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., April 1, 1914, or 
as soon thereafter as practicable. 

The Cleveland has been ordered placed in full com- 
mission at the navy yard, Mare Island, when relieved 
as receiving ship by the Intrepid. 

The U.S.S. Brooklyn was placed in commission in 
ordinary at the navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa., on March 
2, 1914, and assigned to duty with the Atlantic Reserve 
Fleet. 

The Secretary of the Navy authorized the laying of 
the keel of battleship No. 39 at the navy yard, New 
York, on March 2. This vessel was authorized by the 
last Congress, and will be the third Dreadnought laid 
down in the New York Navy Yard. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels has commended John 
N. Carbray, shipwright on board the U.S.S. Reina 
Mercedes, for gallantry in attempting to rescue a ship- 
mate from drowning. The incident occurred last 
September, but was only reported to the Navy Depart- 
ment recently. 

Btsn. Michael J. Wilkinson, U.S.N., and thirty-two 
of the crew of the tug Potomac, which was abandoned in 
the ice in New Foundland waters while trying to rescue 
American fishing schooners, reached Curling, N.F., Feb. 
27 from Bonne Bay. The men had tramped fifty miles 
on snowshoes through the wilds of Newfoundland in 
three days. Four of the crew of the Potomac, who were 
ill, were left behind in the care of a physician. 

The U.S. gunboat Sacramento, launched at Phila- 
delphia, Pa., Feb. 21, is a steel vessel of 1,425 tons dis- 
placement, with a single screw. Her contract speed 
is 12.50 knots, and she has a draft of eleven feet six 
inches. She has three guns in her main battery. The 
vessel was christened by Miss Phebe Briggs, a student 
at Vassar College, Poughkeepsie, N.Y., and daughter of 
Dr. Ellory Briggs, of Sacramento, Cal. 

Upon the arrival of the Pittsburgh at the navy yard, 
Puget Sound, early in April, that vessel will be detached 
from the Pacific Fleet and assigned to duty with the 
Pacific Reserve Fleet. The Chattanooga and St. Louis 
will then be detached from duty with the Pacific Reserve 
Fleet ; the former will be assigned to general service and 


the latter will be sent to San Francisco as the relief 


of the Intrepid, which vessel will be sent to Mare Island 
as the relief of the Cleveland, which vessel in turn 
will be assigned to general service. 

At the regular bi-monthly meeting of the Naval 
Observatory Conference Feb. 25, presided over for the 
first time by the new Superintendent of the Naval 
Observatory, Captain Hoogewerff, Prof. G. A. Hill read 
an interesting paper giving an account of the work being 
done t® more accurately determine the difference of 
longitude between Washington and Paris, and gave a 
description of the instruments especially purchased for 
this purpose. Briefly stated, these instruments, which 
are of the highest precision, are for the purpose of deter- 
mining simultaneously the exact time at Washington and 
Paris by observations of stars. The differen e of these 
times gives the difference of longitude between the two 
places. These times are compared by radio signals 
exchanged between Washington and Paris through the 
medium of the two powerful radio stations lately estab- 
lished at Arlington and Paris. To get accurate results 
the conditions for observations and radio signals must 
be simultaneously good at both places, and a number of 
ebservations taken to eliminate errors. The Naval 
Observatory and the Observatoire, Paris, each have two 
parties at work. one party of each nation at Washington 
and one at Paris, these parties exchanging places in the 
middle of the series of observations. In the French 
party here now are M. Viennet, Astronomer of the Paris 
Observatory, and Ensign Auverny, of the French navy; 
and in the American party are Assistant Astronomer 
G. A. Hill, of the Naval Observatory, Lieutenant 
Magruder, Lieutenant Coffman and Ensign Gillespie, of 
the U.S. Navy. In the American party now in Paris, 


and which observed in Washington until Dec. 31 last, 
are Prof. F. B. Littell, Lieutenant Mallison and Ensigns 
Saunders and Lavender, of the U.S. Navy.

The armory inspection of the 22d Regiment, Engineers,

Twenty-five of the Civil War veterans of the 14th Regi- 
ment, N.Y., who saw hard service in campaigns fifty years 
ago, in some of the greatest battles ‘of the war, were hon- 
ored by Col. John H. Foote, of the present 14th, with a re- 
view at the armory on Feb. 28. The twenty-five veterans 
were all that could be gathered together in the vicinity of 
Brooklyn, and were under command of Comrade W. L. Drain. 
The youngest of the boys was seventy years, and the oldest 
was Gen. J. H. Styles, who has passed ninety-one summers. 
Brevet Major Gen. James McLeer, formerly commander of the 
2d Brigade, and commander of the 14th years ago, was 
among the veterans, who, as they were escorted into the drill 
hall by Colonel Foote and staff, were roundly cheered. The 
regiment for the review was formed in column of battalions, 
and during the standing review, the band splendidly ren- 
dered the fine old air of ‘‘When You and I Were Young, 
Maggie,’’ which sent backwards the thoughts of many of the 
older persons present. 

Following the review under Colonel Foote, there was eve- 
ning parade under Lieut. Col. W. L. Garcia, the formation 
being in line of masses. Both ceremonies reflected great 
credit on the regiment. An interesting exhibition of wall 
sealing followed the parade. The wall was ten feet high, 
and teams of men armed with rifles made a run of twenty- 
five yards’ to the wall, climbed up and over it, made another 
run of twenty-five yards to the rear, then to the wall again 
climbing over it, and then another twenty-five yards” run to 
the starting place. All the teams made a fine exhibition, and 
then a team of champions, made up of eight men, without 
arms, gave an exhibition, making the complete run and climb 
in the fast time of forty-two and four-fifths seconds. Dancing 
for members and guests followed, the veterans and special 
guests being entertained at a collation. 

The armory roof and parts of the walls and the steam 
heating plant are in very bad condition, and it is a disgrace to 
those responsible. Colonel Foote had all the armory em- 
ployees working overtime, to keep the water, caused by melt- 
ing snow on the leaky roof, from entering the drill hall and 
other parts of the building, where state property as well as 
the building itself is in danger of serious damage. Even 
the tarpaulins on the escort wagons were used to keep a 
perfect Niagara fall of water out of the armory. Then only 
one boiler is in commission as the rest have been under re- 
pair for close on a year, and the drill hall and rooms were 
like an ice box. It will cost the city in the end more. than 
treble the amount needed to make the defects in the building 
good, and meanwhile state and government property is sub- 
ject to damage. Colonel Foote spent all Saturday last at 
the armory, from roof to cellar, trying to devise means to 
keep the water out and to get up enough steam to thaw the ice 
in the leaders and‘heat the building a little. Part of the 
wall is being undermined by the water and unless attended to 
may give way and kill any people passing.
